Dear Mayor Weeks: 

The Trustees of the John C. Chaf- 
fin Educational Fund have carefully 
considered the disposition of the real 
estate, and are reluctant to offer it 
for sale until the City of Newton and 
the Eliot Church shall first have had 
the opportunity to consider its acqui- 
sition, jointly or severally. 

Located at 124 Vernon street, this 
property is nearly one acre in size, 
Is bounded by Eliot Church, Chaffin 
I ark, and by Farlow Park, both parks 
being owned by the city. The Trus- 
tees feel that this lot logically should 
become a part of Farlow Park, or be 
acquired by Eliot Church, thus pre- 
serving the entire city square for pub- 
lic or semi-public use. If sold to 
private parties, it 1 r easily conceiv- 
able that the beauty and attractive- 
ness of the entire section might be 
adversely affected. 

As Trustees we have a responsibil- 
ity to dispose of the property to the 
best financial advantage. After con- 
sultation with real estate authorities 
we feel that Twenty-five Thousand 
(25,000) Dollars should bo realized. 
However, before offering it for sale 
we have unanimously voted to place 
these fact3 before you, and the proper 
officials of the Eliot Church, and to 
take no further action until November 
1, 1930, believing in the meantime 
that if the City of Newton, and the 
Eliot Church are interested, that suf- 
ficient time is thus given for their 
due consideration. 

In compliance with your request we 
are sending copy of this letter to the 
members of the Board of Aldermen.

The small building at the corner 
of Commonwealth avenue and Centre 
street, Newton Centre, to he used as 
an information bureau and K. of C. 
Hut for the benefit of Legionnaires 
attending the convention in Boston, 
was dedicated Tuesday night in the 
presence of several thousands of per- 
sons.

The inexperienced Orange and Black 
team lost to a stronger mid more ag- 
gressive Gold and Blue team 14-0 at 
the Pearl St. Stadium.

First Period

then Litchfield made 2 yards, giving 
Newton a first down on their own 45 
yard line. Shorten went off tackle for 
5 yards. Blacker on a fake line buck 
threw a pass to Layton for a gain of 
5 yards. Blacker on a fake line buck 
Harding the quarterback on ills own 
20-yard line. Tupper, the fullback, 
made 4 yards through center. Mulrey, 
one of MaTden’s best backs, sliced off 
tackle for 10 yards and a first down.

SHAKES TEAM UP 

Following the 14 to 0 defent at the 
hands of Malden last Saturday Coach 
Sullivan of the Newton high eleven 
this week hns made several important 
changes in the local line-up. Tomor- 
row’s contest with Cambridge Latin in 
a Suburban league opening gnme will 
undoubtedly prove the shifts to be of 
value and with the faults uncovered 
in tlie Malden game corrected as fully 
as possible the orange and black is ex- 
pected to put up a far better game. 
At times last Saturday the Newton 
team looked good, on three or four 
occasions they held Malden for downs 
and took the hall In their own terri- 
tory. Twice they were within scoring 
distance but either faulty judgment by 
the quarterbacks of poor execution of 
assignments ruined their chances. One 
of the principal reasons for defeat was 
the lack of a good consistent punter. 
With Elrod on the sidelines Walter 
Blackler was given the task of punt- 
ing and he tried to get his punts away 
too quickly with the result that they 
traveled high in the air and but little 
iu distance. When Warren Huston 
came i;i the game in the final period 
he got away several long punts. 

This was one of the principal rea- 
sons in the change in line-up. Against 
Cambridge Latin the Newton mentor 
will probably start Litchfield at full- 
back. Elrod and Blackler at the half- 
back positions and Huston at quarter- 
back. Litchfield will call the plays 
and Huston will give the starting sig- 
nals. There is some doubt as to 
whether or not Elrod will be able to 
play tomorrow as his hip injury, which 
lie received in scrimmage with Wel- 
lesley ten days ago and which kept 
him out of the Malden game, has 
failed to heal as rapidly as expected. 
If he is forced to remain idle Shorten 
will replace him. Bernard Litchfield, 
whose play against Malden was out- 
standing from the Newton viewpoint, 
hns an ankle that is bothering him 
somewhat and in case he needs relief 
Blackler will shift to fullback, Huston 
to halfback and either Layton or Cap 
tain Harold Stromhom will go in at 
quarterback. 

Along with these changes In the 
backfield Coach Sullivan has made sev- 
eral in the line. Charles Butler and 
Bill Giles have earned the right to 
start as the tackles. Against Malden 
Jim Colligen and Bill Gowell were the 
starters but in tiie practice sessions 
this week both liave been playing in 
the guard positions. Three sets of 
guards have been staging such a close 
race for the starting berths that the 
Newton mentor is still undecided as 
to which pair will start. George Gul- 
ian and Anthony DeMaio played ex- 
cellently against Malden while Frank 
Vassilotti and Kosrof Kosrofian are 
in the running along with Colligen 
and Gowell. Another lad, Bray, is 
hanging on waiting for the opportunity 
to take up the battle when any of the 
other five show signs of slipping. 

To relieve Butler and Giles at the 
tackle positions are MacLellan and 
Richardson, two rangy youths with al- 
most as much weight as the starting 
pair. 

Robert Patterson, 135 pound centre, 
has shown his ability and aggressive- 
ness and has the call as pivot. Tommy 
Lyons and Clement McCarthy have the 
second and third call respectively. 

The wing positions are giving the 
Newton director more concern than 
any of the five berths in the middle 
of the line. In all probability Fred 
Perkins and Dick Bartley will he on 
the field at the opening kick-off. 
George Hildreth and Natoli Sostillio 
are both temporarily out of action with 
injuries. The former twisted his ankle 
while going down under a punt in 
practice this week while the latter is 
out with a bad knee from the Malden 
game. He will probably be on the 
sidelines for three or four weeks. 

Cambridge Latin bas been beaten 
in both of its starts to date. Two 
weeks ago tomorrow Salem ran up a 
big score on the Cantabs while last 
Friday Boston College High squeezed 
out a one touchdown win. Although 
Cambridge showed but little against 
Salem it showed a lot of fight against 
B. C. High and will prove a stubborn 
foe for tlie orange and black tomorrow.

Rocky Mountains Given 

Their Name by Indians 

In his diary while governor of York 
factory otf Hudson bay In 1710. Janies 
Knight notes the arrival of n hand of 
Mountain Indlnns with whom he had 
*'n great deal of discourse." They told 
him their country wns "very moun- 
tainous and of a prodigious height. 
. . . so they cannot see the topps 

without It he clenr weather. 

The sen lyes a little way to the west- 
ward of the mountains." This is the 
earliest reference to the Rocky moun- 
tains In the records of the Geographic 
board of Canada. 

In 1730 Benuhnrnols, the French 
governor, transmitted to France a 
sketch which the Indian, Ochngach, 
had drawn for I. a Verondyre showing 
the Grand Portage route to western 
Canada from Lake Superior. Tills 
mnp Indicates the "montngnes de 
Pierres Brillnntes." a name which Is 
found In translation "mountains of 
Bright Stones" on .Tonnthnn Carver’s 
mnp, 177S. 

The mountains are referred to by 
their present name In Legardeur de 
St. Pierre’s Journal of 1752. He calls 
them "montngnes de Roche." The 
name Is a translation of the Indlnn 
name, which In Cree Is nsslnwntl. In 
Stoney nlnhn and In Blackfoot mis- 
tokls. Viewed from the prairies, the 
Rockies present n great wall of rock.

AUTOMOBILE REGISTRATION 
STARTS 

The Automobile Registrar’s office is 
about to release registration blanks 
for tbe first 10,000 numbers to be 
used for 1931. These blanks will be 
mailed directly to the registrant by 
the Registrar, and they should be 
completed and returned by mail to the 
Registrar's office prior to November 
1st. 1930. The Registrar strongly 
suggests that insurance agents should 
require t lie registrants to mail their 
own registration applications and that 
they should use the self-addressed en- 
velope furnished them by the Regis- 
trar’s office. This will relieve the 
agent of responsibility in the event 
that the application goes astray in 
the mail, with the result that the regis- 
trant loses his low numbered plate. 

The registration applications cov- 
ering numbers from 10,001 to 100,000 
will not be mailed directly from the 
registry to the registrants, but they 
must be obtained through the insur- 
ance companies and their agents. The 
registration applications covering 
these numbers should be mailed to 
the Registry between October Cth, 1930 
and November 1st, 1930. Great care 
should be exercised to be sure that 
the answer to Item 7 Is absolutely cor- 
rect. because otherwise the registrant 
may lose his five figured plate. It is 
also a requirement that each appli- 
cation be accompanied by separate 
check to cover the registration fee 
unless there are two or more regis- 
trations with numbers running in se- 
quence, in which event one check may 
be sent to cover all. 

General registration of automobiles 
will start on October 27th, 1930 by 
mail and November 10th, 1930 by 
counter service. 

There will be a new form registra- 
tion application for 1931, and while 
this form must be used for the regis- 
tration of trucks tbe Registrar will ac- 
cept either the new 1931 form or the 
present registration form for the reg- 
istration of pleasure vehicles. It is 
expected that the general supply of 
1931 registration applications will be 
available on or ubout October 1st 
1930.

Public ownership of the electric 
light plant In Hudson is not a fail- 
ure. if the recent reductions in rates 
in that town are indications. 

A traffic expert from the Edison 
Company, Mr. Mosher, was in Nonan- 
turn Square yesterday observing the 
automatic operation of the traffic sig- 
nals there. He found that while the 
red and yellow lights which signal 
pedestrians to cross the square are 
on but for 14 seconds at a time, it 
takes 21 seconds for an old person 
to cross the square, so the period 
on tills signal will be extended. Sev- 
eral times in the past attention has 
been called in the GRAPHIC to the 
too short time which has been allowed 
for pedestrians to cross Nonantum 
Square and that old people were afraid 
to risk crossing tills place. No ac- 
tion was taken to remedy this condi- 
tion until Mr. Mosher and Mechanic 
Bert Stuart of tiie Street Department 
conferred on this matter yesterday 
at the request of Chief Michael Hugh- 
es, who is showing a commendable in- 
terest in traffic problems. There is a 
special committee on Street Traffic in 
the Board of Aldermen, but it has 
been dormant. 

Another "out" which has been all 
too evident in the automatic opera- 
tion of the traffic signals at Nqnantum 
Square is the hazard caused by signals 
being given simultaneously which 
cause two lines of traffic to make 
left turns and cross each other. There 
are two ways to solve this difficulty, 
both of which have drawbacks. If 
the automatic signals are re-arranged 
to correspond with those given when 
the signals are manually operated, and 
the confusing left turns eliminated, 
an extra left turn period will he 
rented in the cycle of tiie automatic 
operation whicli will necessitate auto- 
mobiles being delayed longer for "Go” 
signals. 

The other alternative would be to 
resume the detour around the Trust 
Company Building, and no person 
who recalls the inconvenience which 
this caused would desire to see this 
method renewed.

Newton is quite fortunate in hav- 
ing a fairly normal water supply de- 
spite tiie long continued drought 
which has created precarious condi- 
tions in most cities ns regards water 
supplies. The Water Department has 
been obliged to obtain less than 25% 
of its supply from the Metropolitan 
System, the local supply providing 
about 80% of Newton’s needs, not- 
withstanding a large Increase in the 
amount of water used this summer 
because of dump fires. Incidentally, 
the growing nuisances occasioned by 
fires in city dumps should result in 
an incinerator being erected in this 
city in the near future.

During the week ending September 
28th tiie number of patients in the 
hospital was only 126 , and on the 
29th it had dropped to 116. Of the 
former number 53 paid as much as 
cost of care or more, 28 paid less 
than cost of care, and 45, including 
babies, were treated free of charge. 
12 babies were horn, 5 boys and 7 
girls. 136 visits were made to the 
out-patient department. 18 accident 
cases were admitted to the emer- 
gency ward, and 6 patients were trans- 
ported by the Social Service car. 

Of the 18 accident cases admitted 
during the past week only three were 
automobile accident cases. All of 
them were men: one with abrasions 
on his hand, one with abrasions of his 
forehead, and one with fractured ribs. 
Seven patients were treated for inju- 
ries caused from falls. Four of these 
were hoys: one with a fractured wrist 
received when he fell from a bridge 
into a brook, one with a fractured 
wrist caused when he fell while play- 
ing leap frog, one with an injury to 
his neck caused when he fell from a 
tree, and one with a fractured wrist. 
Two girls were treated, one for a 
laceration of her chin, a fractured 
wrist, and a dislocated jaw caused 
when she fell twelve feet from a 
porch t*i the ground, and *ui<* with a 
laceration of her knee caused when 
she fell while playing. One man 
was treated for a laceration of his 
head caused when he fell from some 
steps. Eight patients were treated 
for various injuries, four were boys: 
one with severed tendons of Ills wrist 
caused by broken glass, one for suf- 
focation, one for a puncture wound of 
his throat caused by a stick ill hia 
mouth, and one with a laceration over 
his eye caused when he hit his heud 
against a chair. Four of them were 
men: one with a laceration of his 
neck, one with a laceration of his 
index finger, one witli u laceration 
of his hand cuusud by ice tongs, and 
one for a laceration of his leg and arm 
caused when he was knocked from a 
milk cart.

Wire Cable With “Teeth” 

of Sand Cuts Out Slate 

A saw with teeth of sand 19 used 
to saw out large blocks In the slate 
beds of Pennsylvania. 

This Ingenious device consists of a 
three-strnnd wire cnble, which Is built 
Into an endless belt. The cable Is 
guided by orienting pulleys, which ad- 
just themselves to the face to be 
sawed. As It arrives nt the point to 
be cut, sand Is spilled over the cable 
hy means of a stream of water, the 
particles of sand lodging In the twists 
of the cnble. 

The cnble drags the snnd, under con- 
siderable pressure and nt high speed, 
against the bed of the slate and rapid- 
ly cuts Its way through, the cutting 
being a trifle larger than the diameter 
of the cable. 

The savings effected by this means 
run Into a figure ns much as 50 per 
cent of the usual amount of waste. 

Experimenting Is going on to work 
out a method of cutting the slate Into 
the size of sheets to be shipped out bv 
piling several slabs on top of each 
other and cutting them all at once 
with the wire saw. 


Sand Frequently Trap 

for Traveling Snakes 

Snnkes, when not In a hurry, can 
climb a leaning tree or the slippery 
slope of a wet rock. They are brisk 
travelers on the levels, nnd can turn 
on an extraordinary speed when In 
chase or flight they slither downhill. 
But any wide stretch of loose sand or 
dust pulls them up. Between the 
scrubs of Poole’s point nnd the man- 
groves of Tihbo bench, on the N. S. W. 
south const, lies an expanse of drift- 
ing powdery sand, writes a Sydney 
Bulletin contributor. Sometimes a 
snake trying to cross from one cover 
to the other gets stranded. As the 
crawler ndvnnces upon the ashlike 
surface he pushes forward a wave of 
sand with every sinuous heave. Sick- 
ening of the heavy going, he turns 
back, scooping out of the yielding 
snnd a basin, the rim of which affords 
no scale hold. He squirms frenziedly 
to escape but only deepens the de- 
pression. In the end he dies of ex- 
haustion or is scooped np hy a swamp 
hawk or a kookaburra. 


Noted English Porcelain 

Spode is the name of an English 
porcelain made at the pottery of Jo- 
slab Spode In Staffordshire, England. 
Spode was born in 1754 and died in 
1S27. He manufactured dessert serv- 
ices, Spode cups, nnd Spode jugs or 
pitchers, Inrge nnd long-lipped with 
a capacity of a gallon. When sixteen 
years of nge, he Is credited with hav- 
ing begun to make feldspar porcelain 
nt Stoke-upon-Trent, nnd Introduced 
Into his composition crushed bone 
which was a soft base giving a very 
transparent body. His pieces were 
highly decorated with floral and orn- 
ithological designs, nnd were highly 
gilded. Succeeded by his son, the firm 
he established became one of the lead- 
ing houses in the industry.— Literary 
Digest. 


Famous Police Quarters 

Scotland Yard in London derives Its 
name from the palace, which from 
the time of Edgar to Henry II, was 
assigned for the residence of Scottish 
kings whenever they visited that city. 
Scotland Yard in London Is the head- 
quarters of the Metropolitan police 
force. Tlie first police office was lo- 
cated in Whitehall in Scotland Yard 
and from there removed In the au- 
tumn of 1800 to the new building on 
the Thames embankment, now known 
as New Scotland Yard, In which oil 
tlie brandies of the Metropolitan po- 
lice force, including tlie famous crimi- 
nal investigation department, are lo- 
cated. 


Cattle Diffcrentation 

Tlie Department of Agriculture says 
that it understands that in Holland 
there have been for many years both 
red-nnd-white and black-and-white 
Hoistein-Friesians. A great many of 
the breed. in this country carry reces- 
sive hereditary factors determining 
red color. Consequently, not Infre- 
quently red-anil white calves will be 
secured from registered black-and- 
white parents. The Holstein-Friesian 
association, however, will not register 
the red-nnd-white offspring in this 
country even though they come from 
registered Holsteln-Frieslnn parents. — 
Washington Star. 


Valuable Rubber Tree 

The latex of Euphorbia Intlsy, 
which flows from any cut In the plant, 
coagulates In the nlr without further 
treatment. The bands of rubber thus 
formed are of very high qunllty. This 
shrub or sniall tree is native to Mada- 
gascar nnd with Its discovery in 181)1 
and the following commercial exploi- 
tation the plant has been almost ex- 
terminated. The United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has secured 
specimens and is experimenting with 
them in a hope of adapting this re- 
markable rubber tree to growth In this 
country.

Shanghai, to a notable extent, has 
become Americanized. There, In the 
most polyglot city in Asia, the roving 
American finds nil the comforts of 
home — the radio and Jazz bands, cock- 
tails and correspondence schools, night 
clubs nnd enharets, neon lights anil 
skyscrapers, chewing gum nnd wide 
trousers and long skirts, evangelists 
nnd the Salvation army. 

And there, too, he finds such 
peculiarly American institutions ns 
navy wives, shotgun weddings, Girl 
Scouts, Spanish-Amerlcnn war veter- 
ans, a board of censors, daylight hold- 
ups, immnculnte barber shops, a short- 
story club, wheat enkes nnd a cham- 
ber of commerce. 

All these things may be, ns touring 
congressmen nnd other such Idealists 
are fond of saying, the "splendid evi- 
dences • of American Influence in 
China." They may be the Instruments 
of attaining confraternity between 
China nnd America. But I do not 
think so, says Edgar Snow, writing in 
the American Mercury. The fnct Is 
that nobody in Shanghai worries him- 
self very much about Slno-Americnn 
understanding. Both the Chinese nnd 
Americans are too busy making money. 


Monastery Site Settled 

by ‘‘Sign From Heaven” 

Klosternouburg owes its fame to the 
grent monastery or "Kloster," which 
was founded in 1108 by Mnrgrnve Leo- 
pold IV, "the Holy.” A quaint story is 
told of Its founding. Leopold wns 
thinking of erecting a monastery close 
to his castle on the summit of the Leo- 
pold8berg, but could not make up his 
mind where to locate it. One evening, 
when lie wns discussing the question 
with his wife she leaned out the win- 
dow to get a better view of the land- 
scape nnd her white veil was carried 
away by a puff of wind and it could 
not be found. Three months Inter 
Leopold was boar hunting nnd his 
horse suddenly stopped in an alder 
plantation nenr the river and refused 
to move further. Leopold dismounted 
nnd his eyes fell upon the veil hang- 
ing In nn alder tree. This was taken 
to be a sign from heaven and the 
monastery was built on this site. Leo- 
pold afterward beenme the patron 
saint of Austria and wns buried In a 
chapel of the monastery church. 


Presidential Changes 

Technically a new Presidential ad- 
ministration starts at the beginning 
of March 4, nnmely, Immediately aft- 
er midnight March 3, and the Presi- 
dent is paid his salary on this brtsls, 
says nn article In Pathfinder Maga- 
zine. The same Is true of a new con- 
gress. But since the beginning of 
the federal government it has been 
assumed for convenience that the 
Presidential and congressional terms 
do not expire until noon, March 4. 
Accordingly It is customary for the 1 
outgoing President to perform the | 
functions of the office until hlo sue- j 
cessor takes the oath at the formal 
Inauguration on March 4, or March 5 
when March 4 falls on Sunday. If 
congress does not complete Its work , 
by noon, March 4, the clock Is set 
back. It Is merely n legal fiction. 
Bills signed by the outgoing President 
on March 4 are dnted March 3, and 
the outgoing President gets no snlnry 
for his services after midnight, 
March 3. 


Settling Australia 

The first grant of land In Australia 
was made on February 22, 1791, 139 
years ago, to James Ruse, an emanci- 
pated convict, who received 80 acres 
near Parramatta. Ruse was a Corn- 
lshmnn who had arrived In Australia 
in the first fleet. In 1789 he com- 
pleted his sentence, and Captain 
Philip, the governor, Installed him In 
a hut on on acre of cleared land at 
Rose Hill. With spade and hoe Ruse 
dug his little pntch, and, after two 
years, reported that he was able to 
maintain himself. Governor Philip 
fulfilled His promise to give Ruse 30 
acres of land If his work were satis- 
factory. For 40 years the practice of 
making free grants was continued, 
nnd by 1831 4,000,000 acres of land 
hud been given away.

In 
1803 he Quarried Luvlnlu Warren, the 
minute American. “Tom Thumb" was 
perfect In proportion, active und in- 
telligent.

POLICE NEWS 


Charles Robbins of Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania was urrested last Fri- 
day by Special Officers Feeley and 
Mullen for New Jersey police.

In the Newton court last Saturday 
fines of $10 for speeding were imposed 
on Matthew Shafferman of Cambridge 
and Roland Wingate of 14 Westchest- 
er street, Newton. Shafferman was ar- 
rested when he failed to appear on a 
summons. 

In the Newton court on Saturday 
Carl Nelson of 129 Parmenter road, 
West Newton, charged with non-sup- 
port of his wife and two children, was 
sentenced to serve three months in 
jail. Judge Frost ottered to suspend 
this sentence if Nelson would agree 
to pay *1S each week for the support 
of his family. The defendant stated 
that he could not make such au agree- 
ment as he had been endeavoring un- 
successfully for months to obtain 
work. He remarked that lie was dis- 
couraged and might as well serve the 
sentence. 

Eli Raphael of Dorchester was fined 
$25 for speeding when he was found 
guilty in the Newton court last Sat- 
urday. lie appealed. George White- 
house of Brighton was fined $10 for 
driving without proper lights, $10 for 
violating a traffic ordinance and $5 for 
driving without his registration. Philip 
Scordumalya of 21 Harvey street. 
West Newton was fined $10 for speed- 
ing and $15 for driving without a li- 
cense. 

James York, Jr. of Atlantic was in 
the Newton court last Friday charged 
with forgery and sentenced to 30 days 
in jail. He appealed. York was sen- 
tenced the preceding Wednesday in 
the Concord court to six months in 
jail for larceny. He was arrested a 
few days before when he completed 
22 months in the Vermont State Pris- 
on for having committed forgery. He 
is also wanted in Boston, Maine, and 
oilier places. So, the unemployment 
situation will not bother him. 

Dr. Fred M. Lowe, City Physician, 
appeared in a new role Monday morn- 
ing, when he acted as attorney for 
Walter Antropick in t he Newton court. 
Antropick, 41 years old and a resident 
at 46 Mechanic street, Newton Upper 
Falls is an employee of the City of 
Newton. He was charged by Special 
Officers Feeley and Mullen with hav- 
ing made an illegal sale of liquor. 
Mullen testified that he had, while 
attirfed in citizen’s clothes, purchased 
two pints of "splits” from Antropick 
and had given the latter two marked 
$1 bills in payment. Feeley testified 
that complaints had been received 
about Antropick selling liquor and 
this was the reason he was trapped. 

Antropick testified that he was 
asked by Officer Mullen to procure 
some liquor and that he replied he 
had none but could get some. So, 
he went to a friend on the Needham 
side of the river and obtained the two 
pints of alki. He claimed to have 
made no money by the transaction, 
merely doing it as a favor. Asked by 
Judge Bacon, if he received anything 
for bringing the liquor, Antropick an 
swered lie had received a drink. Judge 
Bacon then asked the defendant if 
he had received anything else, and 
Aytropick stated that lie had been 
given the $2. but had turned it over 
to the man from whom he got the 
liquor. Dr. Lowe took the witness 
stand and told Judge Bacon that he 
had known Antropick for years, 
praised the defendant’s character and 
commented that in his opinion Antro- 
pick was only doing a favor in getting 
the liquor and had been tricked into 
the transaction. He characterized the 
methods used as similar to those of 
the Watch and Ward Society and 
asked the judge to be lenient with 
the defendant. 

Officer Mullen again took the 
stand and told t lie judge that he had 
received complaints that Antropick 
had been selling liquor to city em 
ployees. Judge Bacon fined Antro- 
pick $50 and sentenced him to 30 days 
in jail. He then suspended both these 
penalties and placed Antropick on 
probation. 


AUBURNDALE BOY KILLED AT 
WORCESTER 


Albert G. Slien, Jr., of 42S Wolcott 
street, Auburndale. was killed last Sat- 
urday when he fell from a third floor 
window at a dormitory at Worcester 
Academy where he was a student. 
Young Shea, who was a graduate of 
Levi Warren Junior High School, was 
about to play a prank on some of his 
fellow students, who roomed on the 
second floor. He started to descend 
from the third floor window by means 
>f a rope. The rope broke as he 
started to make the descent and he 
dropped to the ground, fracturing his 
skull. He was ilend upon his arrival 
at Worcester City Hospital. He had 
been at Worcester Academy only about 
a week. 

He is survived by ills father, a 
brother, William Shea, and a sister. 
Anna Shea. His mother died about a 
year ago. The funeral service was 
held Tuesday morning at Corpus 
Christ i Church Auburndale nnd burial 
was in St Joseph’s Cemetery, West 
Roxbury. Classmates of the dead boy 
served as pallbearers.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

W By L. D. G. BENTLEY 


There has been frequent reference 
during the present political campaign 
to "threat of reprisals" on the part of 
the voters. This means In plain 
langauage that a group of people are 
determined to get hack at somebody 
for what they appear to have done 
or failed to do. It Is a severe Indict- 
ment of the electorate to say that 
many a vote Is based on a feeling of 
retaliation, hut nevertheless It Is true 
in many instances. 

After the permanent 1931 schedule 
of automobile rates were promulgated 
by the State Insurance Commission- 
er. I heard several men say, “Allen 
Is licked.” They were brief in their 
statement but It was significant. What 
they sought to convey was that be- 
cause Governor Allen had fulled to re- 
duce the rates on compulsory auto- 
mobile liability insurance he should 
be defeated for reelectlon. The Gov- 
ernor has no such authority but his 
critics seem not to understand that. 

I suppose that the exercise of suf- 
r?.ge is the right and privilege of ev- 
ery citizen. The constitution which 
gives each of us that right does not 
tequire that we use any intelligence 
in marking our ballots or even con- 
sidering In advance the reason for 
cur voting. If it did many people 
would be forced to think uhout such 
things as these very automobile in- 
surance rates and their relation to 
the Governor of the State. 

Let every Democrat vote for his 
candidate and let every Republican 
vote for his, but in mercy's name do 
not allow judgment to be biased by 
things of which one may be unin- 
formed. The automobile insurance 
law is an experiment. It was created 
by the Legislature and that body has 
had several chances to amend it. The 
present Governor has never opposed 
improving It and for that matter has 
expressed the hope that It would he 
altered in order that the people would 
he benefited. But the Legislature has 
allowed the whole thing to ride, for 
what reason I do not know. How- 
absurd then to take a wallop at the 
Governor, through the agency of the 
State election ballot, just because the 
slumbering General Court has over- 
looked a plain duty. 

I sincerely hope that this will not 
be construed as a campaign docu- 
ment in behalf of any candidate or 
any party. What I do hope will he 
accomplished is the setting straight 
of some individuals who have been 
misled or misinformed. The readers 
of this column are not in that class, 
I am sure, but they can help spread 
the spirit of fair play by reminding 
people, who threaten vengeance on 
a candidate because of this or that 
circumstance, that common sense tells 
everyone of us to think a matter 
over before we hastily do something 
we may later regret. 

Somehow or other every daily news- 
paper reader has become so familiar 
with the word "shake-up" in connec 
lion with a police department that 
he must think the whole police busi- 
ness is one of constant movement. 
You seldom read of “changes" in the 
administration of such a body. In- 
stead it is invariably a “shake-up.’ 
It makes us wonder if there is any- 
thing else going on in police depart 
meats. Have they opportunity to per- 
form their regular duties and how 
can the executives find time for much 
of anything except “shaking-up” 
their subordinates. 

My very complete edition of Web- 
ster’s does not help me in determin- 
ing from whence comes this terrible 
word “shake-up.” It is not contained 
anywhere in its pages. "Shake-down" 
I find has two meanings. .One is “an 
improvised bed” and the other “a 
boisterous dance.” Nothing is said 
about the police. I am going to write 
to the editors of this dictionary and 
suggest they add to the next edition 
the following: "Shake-up — what hap- 
pens every time transfers occur in a 
police department.” 

Happily Newton does not get much 
publicity because of its police de- 
partment. That organization has 
grown but might well he larger if 
you ask my opinion. However, we 
are not going to get anywhere by 
asking for more policemen when 
the Board of Aldermen have such a 
tight grip on the city's purse strings. 
Newton’s Police Department has a 
new head and associated with hfon 
are new ranking oftlcers, at least ex- 
perienced officers who have been 
promoted. 

We learn that our new chief, the 
two new captains, lieutenants and 
sergeants were taken from the Civil 
Service eligible list in the order in 
which their names were certified by 
die Civil Service Commission. Sup- 
1 orted by our own personal knowl- 
edge many of us are ready to com- 
mend this unbiased and unprejudiced 
selective system which we call Civil 
Service. We certainly can find no 
fault with the results and should 
commend Mayor Weeks for basing his 
appointments on the solid ground of 
merit and rating established by com- 
petitive examination. 

Now then, Chief Hughes starts out 
with a proved capacity for his work. 
He has been appointed to run the de- 
partment and should be permitted to 
do so without advice or Interference. 


Me nt which ho had been silting. He 
was merely considerate of other peo- 
ple — which means he was a gentle- 
man.

I recall that at a farm hoarding 
place the owner provided his guests 
with copies of the Sunday newspa- 
pers. Some of the readers took their 
copies into the hammock, others to 
their chairs on the veranda. One or 
two carefully folded up each section 
as it had been read. Others, the 
majority, allowed the papers to fall 
as they would and made no pretence 
at picking them up. 

The farmer’s wife, one of those ag- 
gressively neat housekeepers, re- 
marked to me. "How different folks 
are. Some of them don’t seem to 
care where they leave newspapers 
and how much work they make for 
other people." She was merely fac- 
ing one of those problems of daily 
life which many of us fail to under- 
stand. The thoughtless, Indifferent 
person lets whatever he may he using 
drop wnen he is through with it. The 
careful, methodical soul remembers 
the maxim, "A place for everything 
and everything in its place." The lat- 
ter is looked up as fussy and old- 
fashioned. The other as up-to-date. 
I have my own opinion. How about 
you ? 


The other evening I was chatting 
with some friends in a drug store and 
l-oticed that an elderly man was oc- 
cupying one of those small chairs at 
what I supose may be called the ice 
cream tables.

They 
will start out in the morning and 
seize an advantageous point, regard- 
less of the number of hours they are 
obliged to wait for the head of the 
column. 

These same folks will just sit and 
eat up “division after division.” Six 
hours is none too long. Ten hours 
or more would in no way discourage 
them. I confess that as much as l 
like to view parades I am perfectly 
satisfied with an hour or two. How- 
ever, I don’t object to long proces- 
sions for I look upon them as a sort 
of free show* and holiday for every- 
body. The spirit of the people al- 
ways proves that such spectacles are 
good for us.

which included a mother and her 
nine-year-old daughter. The father 
was in the procession. The child 
was naturally eager to see her daddy 
and did her best to eoueeal her im- 
patience. The parade was more than 
half over when “Daddy" came along.

There were 
nearly two hours or more of the pa- 
rade yet to pass.

Circulars with 
which citizens are deluged telling how- 
excellent are certain pictures are far 
from agreeing with the comments of 
the Preview Committee, in fact one 
such circular stated that all who had 
seen a particular picture, including 
members of women’s clubs, were unan- 
imous in praise, and the Preview em- 
phatically states of this same picture 
that the vulgarity and offensiveness is 
such that there seems no excuse for 
making the picture, since entertain- 
ment value is nil. 

The following pictures are listed as 
FOR ADULTS ONLY, the statement 
being that children should not see 
them:

ted States are printed. One New York 
Sunday newspaper, he declared, uses 
16 acres for a single issue.

This convention 
is believed to have been the largest 
ever held by any Kiwanis district, 1523 
persons attending.

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High School Football 

Team To Be Strengthened For Game With Everett Next 
Monday 


Tho Newton high school football 
team will be strengthened for the 
game on Monday afternoon at Ev- 
erett In the second Suburban league 
encounter of the sdason for the local 
outfit. The game will be played on 
Monday, which this year is a holiday 
because of the fact that Columbus Day 
falls on Sunday. The return of Perry 
Elrod, who will be starting his first 
game of the year, and Bernard Litch- 
field, outstanding player for the or- 
ange and black against Malden in the 
opener, to the backfield is of consid- 
erable importance to the Newton 
team. Both are backs of proven abil- 
ity who should bolster the Sullivdn 
.coached outfit both offensively as well 
as defensively. Elrod has been out of 
action since receiving a hip bruise iu 
a scrimmage with Wellesley high 
school in preparation for the Malden 
game. He is Newton’s best running 
back and with Warren Huston at quar- 
terback gives the local team two triple 
threats as either of this pair can run, 
kick, or pass. 

Litchfield made more tackles in the 
Malden game than any other player on 
the local team and his work in back- 
ing up the line doubtless saved a much 
higher score against Newton that day. 
He received an ankle injury that kept 
him out of the Cambridge game last 
Saturday where his loss was keenly 
felt. He can hit the line for consist- 
ent gains and is sure to make his 
presence known at all times against 
Everett. 

Warren Huston, whose playing in the 
Cambridge game stood out, will quar- 
terback the team on Monday. With 
the aid of Elrod and Litchfield he 
should be an important factor in the 
Newton offence. The fourth member 
of the local backfield will be John 
Shorten, at right halfback. Shorten 
works well with the other three play- 
ers and has had the most experience 
of any of the other backs on the New- 
ton squad, being a letter man from 
last year’s eleven. He is being close- 
ly pressed for the starting berth by 
Walter Blackler. The five players 
mentioned above are Coach Sullivan’s 
strongest and all of them will proba- 
bly see considerable action. In ad- 
dition tho Newton mentor also has 
Captain Harold Strombom, Philip Lay- 
ton, both 1929 letter winners, and Jim 
Sutcliffe, Bill Duane, and Willie Mul- 
len to call upon as ball-carriers. 

The Newton coaches have spent con- 
siderable time with the linemen this 
week in smoothing out the rough spots 
and giving them plenty of work in 
charging. In the two games to date 
the Newton forwards have been far 
from competent in this all-important 
phase of play and until the line does 
Its part the backfield will consequent- 
ly be slowed up. On Monday the 
starting line will be different than in 
the previous two contests. Robert Pat- 
terson retains his berth at centre. Al- 


though comparatively small and slight 
he makes up for this inadequacy with 
his aggressiveness and ability to pass. 
Tbo Newton coach is not yet satisfied 
with tin* play of the guards. He has 
seven youths of more or less equal 
ability and in previous games lias had 
to experiment with them all to a cer- 
tain extent. Against Everett the prob- 
able starters will be Bill Cowell at 
left guard and either Jim Colligen or 
George Gillian at right guard. The 
two first named began the season as 
tackles but were changed over to 
guard candidates after the Malden 
game. If the starting pair of guards 
do not take care of their assignments 
on both the offence and defence in 
proper fashion they will be replaced 
in short order by the third mentioned 
above or any of the following quartet 
— Frank Vasalotti, Kosrof Kosroflan, 
Anthony DeMaio, or John Bray. 

Charles Butler and Bill Giles have 
earned the starting berths ns tackles 
but are being closely pressed all the 
time by MacLellan, Hodgkins, and 
Richardson. 

The end positions, one of Coach Sul- 
livan’s biggest problems since the can- 
didates first reported, are still perplex- 
ing the Newton director. With two 
of the end squad, George Hildreth and 
Natoli Sostillio, still on the injured 
list, Fred Perkins and Dick Bartley 
played almost throughout the Cantab 
game. Ten days ago Robert Bell, 
probably the fastest runner in the high 
school, reported for practice and was 
immediately assigned to the end 
squad. He played the last few min- 
utes of the Cambridge game, relieving 
Perkins, and showed promise. In prac- 
tice this week he has come along 
quickly and will probably start against 
Everett. On the other wing John 
Bruen. a converted back, is the likely 
starter. With the injuries to Hildreth 
and Sostillio the Newton coach looked 
his squad over for other possible ends 
and chose Bruen. who was assigned 
the role of substitute for Hartley al- 
though he did not get in against Cam- 
bridge. 

It has been several years since New- 
ton has been the victor over Everett 
and on the showing of the two teams 
to date Everett will probably be the 
favorite. But regardless of past per- 
formances when these two teams get 
together on the gridiron schoolboy 
fans know that a great game will be 
staged. Whether it is tradition that 
spurs the orange and black elevens on 
to greater things against Everett or 
whether because it takes the local 
youths a month of practice before they 
find themselves and begin to show re- 
sults it is a matter of record that in 
recent years Newton’s game against 
these ancient Suburban league rivals 
has been markedly superior to its ear- 
lier season contests. Therein lies the 
hope of a 1920 victory. In Monday’s 
game the Newton eleven will be 
stronger in every way than at any 
time this season. Everett has yet to 
be scored upon, having won two of its

Lucy Jackson Chapter Discusses 
School Work in the South 


State committee chairmen were 
guests at the meeting held in the chap- 
ter house on Monday afternoon, Octo- 
ber sixth.

$1200 in taxes are available for school 
purposes, one cannot wonder that out- 
side help is needed to give a high 
school education. Dr. Sloop suggest- 
ed the sending of used clothing as a 
great aid in providing finances for 
the school. This clothing can be sold 
very successfully and brings good 
prices. The school at Tomassee is a 
special object of interest in the D. A. 
R. organization and Massachusetts has 
paid for a room and hopes that the 
furnishing may be also supplied. It 
was stated that Henry Ford had been 
Interesting himself in this phase of 
education and had given generously to 
another of these schools. The chair- 
man of Student Loans made a plea 
for her department of work and urged 
that the fund which had been started 
should be completed. Sbe felt that 
these loans are very helpful in aiding 
students who otherwise might be 
obliged to leave .college before finish- 
ing their courses. 

The work at the local chapter was 
reviewed by the vurious chairmen. 
Mrs. E. B. Parker reported the mark- 
ing of several graves. At Everett the 
grave of Lydia Palfrey Bosson, great 
grandmother of Mrs. C. C. Rodman, 
has been marked with appropriate ex- 
ercises.

Charles River 

Legislative Action Necessary To 
Remedy Low Water Conditions 


Attorney George P. Drury of Wal- 
tham, who is counsel for the Wal- 
tham interests seeking to correct con- 
ditions along the Charles River seeks 
the co-operation of all persons having 
riparian rights on the river in the 
area affected by the extreme low wa- 
ter level which has prevailed in re- 
cent months due to the alleged action 
of the Boston Manufacturing Company 
and Waltham Bleachery in causing ex- 
cessive flowage of water from the 
basin above the Moody street darn at 
Waltham. At a meeting held Wednes- 
day, Mr. Drury told of the apparent fu- 
tility of attacking the more than cen- 
tury old flowage rights on the Charles 
of the now financially embarrassed 
Boston Manufacturing Company. He 
explained that any permanent relief 
must come through Legislative action 
and recommended that a petition be 
presented to the Legislature authoriz- 
ing the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion to purchase or take the mill priv- 
ileges and flowage rights of the two 
companies involved. Also that a spe- 
cial commission be appointed to study 
the diversion of waters that should be 
entering the Charles River.. City En- 
gineer Morse of Newton was present 
at the conference. 

According to a report made by X. H. 
Goodnough, Chief Engineer of the 
State Department of Public Health, 
the condition prevalent in the Charles 
River is not caused by excessive flow- 
age over the Moody street dam or 
through the sluiceway there. Rather, 
according to Mr. Goodnough, the long 
continued drought and the diversion of 
water from the river above the Wal- 
tham basin are the principal causes 
for the low level of the Charles be- 
tween Waltham and Newton Lower 
Falls. Mr. Goodnough suggests in his 
report that to prevent recurrences of 
the existing nuisance iu the river ba- 
sin measures must he taken to limit 
the volume of water drawn from the 
Charles above Waltham, or build stor- 
age basins along the upper reaches of 
the river. 


NEWTONVILLE MAN FOUND DEAD 


Alfred G. Kenngott, *17, of 51 Otis 
street, Newtonville, was found dead 
yesterday afternoon at the rear of the 
city owned ledge off Lowell avenue. 
Newtonville. Air. ICc'^ngoU 'departed 
from his homo Wednesday afternoon 
accompanied by his dog. He did not 
return Wednesday night and yesterday 
the police were notified 'oT his disap- 
pearance. Yesterday afternoon the 
small dog which had accompanied Mr. 
Kenngott returned home and the po- 
lice were notified. Special Officers 
Feeley and Mullen and Patrolman God- 
dard, accompanied by sons of tbe 
missing man followed the dog which 
led the group to the secluded spot be- 
low Bigelow road where the body was 
found. Death was caused by a bul- 
let wound in the temple. 

Mr. Kenngott was a native of Buf- 
falo, New York, and had been a res- 
ident of this city for about seven 
years. He was formerly prominently 
identified with the fire insurance bus- 
iness in Boston. He was a member 
of Norumbega Lodge of Masons. Syira 
Temple. Mystic Shrine of Pittsburgh, 
Newton Lodge of Elks. He had been 
active in Boy Scout Work in Newton- 
ville. He is survived by his widow 
and three sons.

OPEN LEAGUE WITH 
SCORELESS TIE GAME 

Newton high and Cambridge Latin 
School opened the 1930 Suburban 
league season last Snturdny nt Russell 
Field. Cambridge, with a scoreless 
tie game. The contest Itself was a 
colorless affair that caused little ex- 
citement among the several hundreds 
of spectators present. Neither team 
showed a great deal on the offence 
while their defensive play was about 
equal. Cambridge threatened to score 
but once and failed on that occasion 
when a forward pass missed comple- 
tion by inches, falling into the end 
zone and giving the ball to Newton on 
Its 20-yard line. This advance of the 
Cantabs had started deep in their own 
territory and threw a scare into the 
Newton camp. From the local view- 
! point the highlight of the game was 
the piny of Warren Huston, sophomore 
s quarterback who bids fair to make a 
name for himself within the next few 
years. Huston, who first obtained the 
chance to show his ability in the Mal- 
den game the Saturday previous, 
plnved the entire game and directed 
the local outfit better than it has been 
directed for several years. Had he 
been privileged to "second guess" it 
might have worked out better in sev- 
eral instances — his errors of judgment 
were far from costly. With experience 
he should develop. The Newton of- 
fence was sadly crippled by the loss 
of Perrv Elrod, its best running back, 
and Bernard Litchfield, best line-plung- 
er and defensive fullback, who were out 
of the game with injuries as were 
George Hildreth and Natoli Sostillio, 
ends. Had this quartet been available 
the orange and black would undoubt- 
edly have presented a far better of- 
fence but as it was the Newton eleven 
was lucky to escape being beaten. 

The game in detail: — 

First Period 

Coach Sullivan started the follow- 
ing line-up: Perkins, le; Giles, It: 
Vasnlotti, lg; Patterson, c; Gulian, rg; 
Butler, rt: Bartley, re: Huston, qb; 
Blackler. Ihb; Shorten, rlib; Sutcliffe, 
fb. Newton won the toss and elected 
to defend the north goal with a strong 
wind at their hacks. The Cambridge 
kickoff was short and Gulian ran it 
back to his 45-yard line. On second 
down Huston kicked to Cambridge and 
it was run back ten yards to their 30- 
yard mark. Vnsalotti nailed Barry of 
Cambridge for a two-yard loss. On 
third down Swisher kicked to Huston 
and he ran it back eight yards to the 
Newton 40-yard stripe. Huston imme- 
diately kicked over the Cambridge 
goalline and the Cantabs put the ball 
in play on their 20-yard line. Two 
rushes by LaRonde, one by Barry and 
one by O’Keefe gave Cambridge their 
initial first down. On the next play 
Patterson got through and nailed the 
Cambridge hall carrier for a five-yard 
loss. Cambridge again kicked and 
Huston ran it hack nine yards to his 
45-yard mark. Three plays netted but 
five yards and Huston kicked from 
close formation. The kick was a 
beauty and catching Cambridge by 
surprise rolled outside at the four yard 
line to put Cambridge in a hole. The 
return kick gave Newton the hall on 
the Cantabs 33-yard line. The Newton 
offence failed to click and Cambridge 
took the ball on downs on their 25- 
yard stripe. Bartley nailed the ball 
carrier for a five-yard loss but O’Keefe 
made it up on the next play as the 
period ended. 

Second Period 

In the second period Newton was 
penalized twice, once for offside play 
and the other time for having a back 
in motion. For the early part of the 
period Newton was on the defensive 
in her own territory and once took the 
hall on downs on its 35-yard line. 
Blackler picked up seven yards at left 
tackle but a forward and a lateral 
were both incomplete so Huston 
kicked. Barry fumbled the punt and 
DeMaio, who had replaced Vasalotti, 
recovered for Newton on the Cam- 
bridge 35-yard line. On the next play 
Blackler fumbled and Cambridge re- 
covered at midfield. A forward pass 
netted the Cantabs five yards but on 
the next pass the Newton secondary 
had the receivers covered so well that 
the tackles nailed the passer for a five 
yard loss. Sutcliffe intercepted the 
next pass at midfield. Time was grow 
ing short and after two incompleted 
passes Sutcliffe hit the line for nine 
yards. Huston kicked to Cambridge 
and the ball was run back to the 28- 
yard line to end the half.

Third Period 

Blackler kicked off and after two 
rushes Cambridge kicked to Huston 
who ran the ball hack fifteen yards.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

Still another of those “It happened 
in Newton” incidents. 

The family hud possessed n dog — 
now and then. The boys were always 
“crazy" about one, the girls thought 
them “cute,” mother found them con- 
siderable care and father was always 
willing to pay for a license, though 
he frequently warned the household, 
"Some day that dog is going to get 
run over by an automobile.” The 
situation was one that could be dup- 
licated in hundreds of our Newton 
homes. 

The fnte of previous animals in this 
particular family was about the same, 
historically, as could be found in any 
of our villages. One clog they had 
lived until lie became too feeble to 
resist the ravages of old age. An- 
other was stolen and another was 
stricken with distemper and therefore 
waa mercifully put to death. "It’s no 
use getting attached to a pet and 
have something happen to it,” all 
agreed. “We won’t have another 
dog.” 

But, like many nnother family, a 
clog was brought into the home. It 
was a frolicsome puppy. The first 
owner, obliged to move to a distant 
State, hated to part with it. didn’t 
want to see it destroyed and did want 
to feel that it had a good home. You 
know the setting and the situation. 

The puppy had been given no name. 
The result was that there was a fam- 
ily conference. Sonte appropriate 
name had to be selected, one not too 
commonplace and yet not unsuitable, 
or shall we say not inappropriate. It 
required a great deal of deliberation 
and finally it was decided that the 
pup should he named “Bozo.” He 
seemed to he a lively, happy-go-lucky 
canine, with not too much sense of 
responsibility. So "Bozo," a trampish 
sort of cognomen, was given him. 

The next day or so the letter car- 
rier, himself an efficient, obliging and 
invariably good natured official, casu- 
ally remarked, as the door opened 
and the puppy shot past him, “What’s 
his name?” 

“O. we’ve had a long discussion 
about that,” he was informed by the 
mistress of the house, "and we finally 
decided on ‘Bozo.’ ” 

“I object,” declared the letter car- 
rier in a manner much unlike his or- 
dinary self. 

“Why?” asked the astonished wom- 
an. 

“Because there are three clogs of 
that name on my route now and two 
of them are the kind that don’t want 
me to come near the house.” 

Th 2 clog will not be called “Bozo.” 


I am well aware that there are 
number of people who feel that too 
much is made of pets. It isn’t be 
cause they themselves are hard- 
hearted — at least I won’t let myself 
think that — hut because other people 
had acted in a silly manner towards 
their pets. You can overdo a lot of 
nice tilings such as coddling a dumb 
beast. It really isn’t a bad failing 
and, for my own part, it doesn’t 
get on my nerves in the least. How 
ever it does sort of hurt the cause of 
kindness to animals when some peo- 
ple make a fetish of waiting upon 
a dog which had much rather be al- 
lowed to enjoy a rough and tumble 
existence consistent with an appre 
dative and thoughtful ownership. 

It strikes me then that whether one 
is a clog lover or not one will protest 
at what seems to be a growing prac- 
tice. It is the getting rid of a cat or 
dog by driving way out in the coun- 
try and shoving the animal out of 
the car in some fairly remote spot 
there to shift for itself. Reports are 
continually coming in to the news 
paper offices and the police that dogs 
and cats and kittens have been 
dropped, roughly sometimes, from 
automobiles. Clearly these former 
pets were no longer desired. 

One man states that instead of 
leaving a cat or dog behind at 
Summer home the heartless owner 
drops it out of his cnr. This same 
writer contends that a lot of miser- 
able beasts are thus cruelly abused. 
He says that a fine German police dog 
was pitched from a car on the lawn 
of a family whose members observed 
the affair. They took the clog in, 
found him getting old hut decidedly 
a desirable acquisition to their family 
circle. One day a woman of their ac- 
quaintance drove some distance to 
make a call. She recognized the dog 
as having formerly been owned by 
family in her city. She was able to 
throw light on the dog’s treatment 
and said it had been gotten rid of 
because the woman of the house 
bought a tiny lap dog and the little 
fellow was jealous of the older one. 
Consequently the big animal had to 
be thrown from a car miles from 
home. 

You'll have to get rid of it, won’t 
you?” the visitor asked. 

"No," chorused the new owners, 
we’re going to keep him and you 
an’t buy him for any price.” 

It was a lucky break for this par- 
ticular dog but think of the number 
who are left to an unhappy fate. 


date who can avail himself of good 
advice, avoid that which is bad and 
yet stick to his course is the best 
kind to elect to public office. It may 
bo your impression that the voters 
like a man who will agree to most 
anything. I thought that true myself 
until I learned that I was wrong. 

I found that intelligent people like 
a man of firm opinion. They will 
even delight in supporting a man who 
tells them lie thinks they're wrong. 
When a candidate refuses point blank 
to do this or that you will find that 
instead of becoming angry and sore, 
a great many supporters will say, 
"Well, you’ve got to hand it to him. 
He’s on the level. You know where 
he stands.” 

For that reason a man who is will- 
ing to risk unpopularity and stick out 
for a principle commands far wider 
respect that you may imagine. It is 
as good a political asset, certainly 
it is far better than this old line of 
"Sure, I’ll he glad to do that after 
I’m elected,” which Is nothing but 
applesauce. 


I suppose that every candidate for 
public office is getting ills fill of ad- 
vice. If a candidate lms a weary 
look you may reasonably beliove that 
somebody has been “warming his 
ar," as the saying goes, with a lot 
of stuff they think of benefit to them 
or him. It must he difficult for a per- 
son who wants to got the votes of 
(he people to decide on what course 
to pursue under certain circum- 
stances. in a campaign like the pres- 
ent it certainly must be puzzling since 
any little tiling may change the trend 
of nffuirs and switch voting strength 
from one direction to that entirely 
opposite. 

Looking on at this very entertain- 
ing spectacle I find that there are two 
setH of candidates. One set is made 
up of men who listen to every joport. 
alarming or otherwise, and get all 
lussed up. Tho other group comprises 
tho men who know more than any- 
body else and who won't even coll- 
ider suggestions. They prefer U> 
lie surrounded by “Yes" men who will 
applaud whatever they do regardless 
of their prlvute reaction. 

Ail this reminds me that a cundl- 


Some of us, in our least commenda- 
ble moments, have our favorite aver- 
sions. It is very wrong, I know, but 
lacking virility of character or quali- 
ties akin to that, we cherish a pet 
peeve and allow ourselves to become 
disturbed about what otherwise should 
be rated as a trifle. 

There are persons, strangers for the 
most part, who may be properly 
termed “spreaders.” It is not the gos- 
pel of goodwill or cheeriness which 
they disseminate, but their own selves. 
Since I have never found one that was 
particularly attractive I can say their 
spreading is not conducive to the en- 
hancement of general happiness. On 
the contrary, the effect of their behav- 
ior is entirely the opposite. 

One example of the best work of 
these spreaders is found often at the 
stamp window in the postofllce. You 
will observe they have come to mail 
some letters or a package and seem to 
possess the idea that they are the only 
people in the world and therefore have 
the right to take all the time they 
choose and all the attention they can 
get from an obliging clerk. 

They first place themselves in such 
a position that nobody else can get 
near the window If they happen to 
he carrying a purse or umbrella or 
some other article they put those on 
the counter. This keeps at a consid- 
erable distance the next person in line. 
The “spreader,” having taken up all 
available room, inquires about the 
weight of the letters, how many 
stamps are required, how mail is 
weighed and what constitutes first, 
second and third class mail, etc. Then 
when it comes necessary to settle they 
figure out the total to make certain 
no mistake has occurred, fish around 
to see whether they have the right 
amount of change, finally decide to 
break a bill and then, after having 
completed the transaction, engage in 
a conversation with' the clerk about 
the weather and other topics. They 
have not only spread themselves hut 
also the waiting time of other people. 

O, yes, you will find them in other 
places — as occupants of two seats in 
train or car when they are supposed 
to be content with one and in the line 
at a ticket window and various con- 
gested spots. I am not an efficiency 
expert and therefore I must leave to 
others the job of computing the 
amount of other people’s time and en- 
ergy these "spreaders” cause to be 
wasted. 



Of course it was the only thing that 
could be done in the interest of safety 
on the highways — this general inspec- 
tion of automobiles. Yet I am glad it 
is over. In the first place we all feel 
more secure in the knowledge that the 
many thousands of cars have been 
properly adjusted as to brakes and 
lights and other parts. And in the sec- 
ond we won’t be forced to listen to so 
many fiendish noises caused by brakes 
that clearly demanded, yes, screeched 
for mechanical attention. 

If you happen to live on one of those 
thoroughfares which are selected as 
desirable proving stations you will get 
my notion without delay. By proving 
I mean a drive at a fast clip and the 
sudden application of brakes to see 
how quickly or slowly the particular 
car may be brought to a halt. It 
seemed that about every car that was 
tested in front of whatever spot I may 
have been for the moment was badly 
in need of attention. I suppose those 
which were O. K. did not attract no- 
tice. 

Well, I wasn't the only one who felt 
the reaction of this excellent require- 
ment on the part of the authorities. I 
know where two ladies were sitting in 
the living room. One was the house- 
owner and the other a caller. The for- 
mer. not so well at all times as might 
be desired, was listening to a friendly 
word of advice from the other on the 
matter of nerves. 

The cnller was explaining how one 
should obtain absolute command of 
one’s nerves. It was sound reasoning, 
but at the height of the talk an auto- 
mobile shot by and the operator took 
that moment to test the brakes. They 
were bad, if you know what that 
means. Up jumped the lecturer, with. 
“My goodness, what was that?" 

The hostess, who apparently applied 
her friend’s advice without delay, "G, 
one of those automobile tests. Does it 
bother your nerves?”

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There are three important features of the coming state 
election on November 4th. The first matter is the pressing 
need of giving President Hoover a loyal supporter by the elec- 
tion of Mr. William M. Butler as a United States Senator. 
Every one who has taken any interest in affairs at Washing- 
ton is fully cognizant of the cahotic conditions in the Senate 
and the mean and underhanded methods taken to belittle and 
to hamper President Hoover in his attempt to give the nation 
a square deal. The election of a Democratic senator from 
this state this year will seriously handicap one of the best 
presidents we have ever had in this country.

The third matter for serious 
consideration is the need of giving Governor Allen the re- 
election to which his splendid administration of state affairs 
entitles him. 


It certainly is a great pity that a small minoritv of the 
Legionnaires should blacken the good name of the American 
Legion by acts of hoodlumism and the immoderate use of 
intoxicating liquor, as was the case in Boston this week. The. 
main body of the Legion is composed of decent and lawabid- 
ing men but the general public sees and hears only the bois- 
terous manners and bravado of the few and consequently 
misjudges the entire organization. 


The younger generation of voters should understand that 
prior to national prohibition 32 states of the union were 
under bone dry prohibition laws, covering a population of 
51,000,000, while in 16 other states there were local pro- 
hibition laws for 14,000,000 more. 


If you are not registered as a voter do so before 10 P. M. 
next Wednesday. Your vote may be needed and certainly 
will be welcomed by the law abiding citizens of the state.

Plumber’s advertisement in a Wal- 
tham paper is headed “Pay As You 
Bathe.” Isn’t this method apt to he 
embarrassing? 


Practically every independently 
owned store in Newton closed last 
Tuesday noon, the day of the Legion 
parnde. Even fruit stores which or- 
dinarily are open on holidays closed 
at noon last Tuesday. But, certain 
grocery stores and markets, units of 
big chain organizations, kept open all 
day on Tuesday. Some of these 
stores had signs in their windows 
stating that they would close at 11 
that morning. The signs were re- 
moved and the stores remained open, 
but did almost no business Tuesday 
afternoon.

THE ANTI- STEEL TRAP 
QUESTION 

It linn Jimt become officially known 
that, the Humane Trapping Act, which 
Ih to ho voted on in the Htato election, 
November 4, has been aligned a def- 
inite place on the ballot an Question 
No. 3. It reqiilreH a "Yea” vote to 
win, and in order to carry it must 
receive a majority vote which shall 
equal at leant 30 per cent of the total 
number of hallotH cant in the elec- 
tion. 

“We are entirely confident we shall 
poll a majority on this question,” said 
Howard Noble, managing director of 
the Anti-Steel Trap League, which is 
leading the fight, "hut the 30 per cent 
requirement relating to initiative 
measures presents a real danger. In- 
itiative and referendum questions are 
seldom given as large a vote as the 
leading candidate, perhaps because 
they are usually less understood by 
voters than are the issues relating 
to candidates. 

“The real issue in this case is read- 
ily understood, however. It is simply 
this: Shall we vote to do away witli 
cruelty in trupping fur-bearing ani- 
mals, or shall we continue to permit 
this atrocity to persist in Massachu- 
setts? 

“The terms of the bill are not dif- 
ficult to graspj It fixes a fine of 
$50.00 for setting or maintaining any 
trap or other device which is likely 
to cause continued suffering to an 
animal caught therein, and which is 
not designed to kill such animal at 
once or to take it alive unhurt, but 
the bill provides that any traps now 
legal, including the steel trap, may 
be used as a protection against ver- 
min animals where their presence 
may be detrimental, if such traps are 
set not more than 50 yards beyond 
buildings or cultivated plots of land. 

"There is nothing in the act which 
prohibits trapping through the use of 
humane traps, and perhaps needless 
to say the bill contains nothing to 
suggest any intent to prevent the 
wearing of fur. The bill restricts 
general trapping to humane traps, 
but farmers, poultrymen and all oth- 
ers are at liberty to protect them- 
selves against harmful animals classed 
as ‘vermin’ as stated. It is around 
poultry houses and cultivated lands 
where such damage is committed 
Hence this protective clause, which 
many persons hold to be really un- 
necessary. 

“We claim that humane traps are 
available for practically all the fur- 
bearers found in Massachusetts, and 
this claim is borne out by statements 
made by the leading trappers’ maga 
zine of the country, ‘Fur-Fish-Game,’ 
which in recent issues devoted pages 
to extolling the* merits of two makes 
of humane traps, including an edi- 
torial which particularly mentions the 
muskrat, mink, weasel and skunk as 
animals that can he humanely 
trapped. The point of tin's admission 
is that 95 per cent of all fur-bearers 
trapped in Massachusetts last year 
were embraced within these four spe- 
cies. The total number of animals 
trapped was 49,563, and the aggre- 
gate of the four species was 47,250. 
This being so, what possible excuse 
can there be f<jr further permittin; 
the unspeakable suffering caused by 
the steel trap? 

“It has often been claimed that the 
fox cannot he caught in these humane 
traps. Even so, we contend that no 
trap, humane or otherwise, is neces- 
sary to control this animal. Only 
1,779 foxes were trapped in Massa- 
chusetts last year, so reduced have 
they become in nu m hers. We claim 
that hunting with dog and gun can 
easily control the fox. This hill is 
not aimed at hunting. It lias to do 
solely with stopping cruelty in trap- 
ping. 

“Opponents of the measure are 
claiming that if the hill becomes law 
many thousands of people will lie pre- 
vented from earning a living through 
the trapping season. They seek to 
give the impression that all trapping 
would cease, which is not the case 
at all. According to articles in ‘Fur- 
Fish-Game’ some of the humane traps 
are much more efficient than the tor- 
turing steel trap now in use. The 
absurdity of the claim that 'many 
thousands’ would be thrown out of 
work is shown by statistics on file at 
the State House.* Trappers are com- 
pelled by law to make returns, aud 
these show that the pelt-catch of 
Massachusetts last year was made by 
1,748 persons, whose earnings for the 
four months have been estimated by 
fur-buyers to net about $50 each, or 
an average of about $3.00 a week.

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State Department Of Health Reports 
On Charles River Conditions 

Extraordinary Drouth Responsible In Great Measure For Low 
Level — Much Water Drawn Off 


The following report on the condi- 
tion of the Charles River has been 
made by Mr. X. H. Goodnough, Chief 
Engineer of the State Department of 
Health: — 

“In accordance with your instruc- 
tions, I have examined the condition 
of the Charles river and of the 
streams, ponds and reservoirs within 
its watershed with reference to the 
possibility of increasing its flow for 
the purpose of Ailing the basin at Wal- 
tham. 

“The results of this examination, 
which was made on October 2, show 
that many of the tributary streams are 
dry and that the water of most of the 
reservoirs has been completely drawn 
off. There are two reservoirs in the 
upper part of the water-shed which 
have not yet been drawn to their full- 
est capacity but which are nearly emp- 
ty and the gates of which were open 
so as to allow all the water practicable 
to flow past the dams into the river 
below them. There is practically no 
flow in the river at the present time 
except the very small quantity that 
runs from these reservoirs and a small 
amount of sewage effluent from a few 
towns in the extreme upper part of 
the watershed. 

“A measurement of the quantity of 
water flowing in the river below New- 
ton Lower Falls last week disclosed 
the fact that the quantity amounted 
on that day to only about 1,800,000 gal- 
lons. As the capacity of the basin at 
Waltham when full may he in the 
neighborhood of 1000 million gallons 
(the capacity is not definitely known) 
and as it is nearly exhausted it will 
of course be impossible for the flow 
of the river to fill it until heavy rains 
have increased very greatly the quan- 
tity of water entering the river over 
the quantity flowing at the present 
time. 

“The Charles river is not the only 
stream that is affected by the present 
extraordinary drought, which has 
been more intense in the easterly part 
of the state than in other sections. 
The flow of all the streams in this sec- 
tion is extremely small. In all proba- 


bility the flow of the Charles river has 
been much less during the present 
drought than in similar periods in ear- 
lier years because of the large quan 
titles that are withdrawn from the 
ground along the stream for many 
miles above Waltham, including the 
amount drawn by the Waltham water 
works. This draft of water removes 
the ground water which would other- 
wise gradually percolate into the river 
and maintain its flow in such dry sea- 
sons as the one through which we are 
now passing. The towns of Needham, 
Dover, Brookline and Wellesley and 
the cities of Newton and Waltham 
have been withdrawing from the river 
or from the ground in the immediate 
neighborhood of the river or its tribu- 
taries during the past summer at 
times about twelve million gallons per 
day. Furthermore the city of Cain 
bridge draws practically all of the 
water from the watershed of Stony 
Brook, which enters, Charles river in 
Waltham, for the water supply of that 
city. 

“Until very heavy rains come there 
is no prospect of any increase in the 
flow of Charles river. Such dry sea- 
sons as the present have occurred in 
the past at longer or shorter intervals; 
and similar droughts, and perhaps 
even more intense, may be expected to 
occur from time to time in the fu- 
ture. In similar dry periods in the 
future it will he necessary either to 
diminish materially the quantity of 
water taken from the river valley for 
water supply purposes or to provide 
storage reservoirs of sufficient size 
within the watershed to maintain 
much higher flow in the river in dry 
periods."

Name Huge Vermont 
Dam For Mr. Harriman 

Tablet Unveiled At Exercises At 
Whltingfiam 


The huge dam at Whitlngham, Ver- 
mont, built a few years ago by the 
New England Power Association, for- 
merly known as the Davis Bridge De- 
velopment was formally re-christened 
the Harriman Dam on Wednesday. Oc- 
tober fifteenth, in honor of Henry I. 
Harriman of Centre street, Newton, 
first president of the New England 
Power Association, and now president 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
and chairman of the Boston Elevated 
trustees. 

A group of thirty of Mr. Hardman's 
associates in the power business mo- 
tored to Whitingham for the exercises 
the principal feature of which was the 
unveiling of a bronze tablet which re- 
cords the contributions of Mr. Harri- 
man and his long time associate, Mal- 
colm G. Chace of Providence, in the 
development of the natural resources 
of New England. This tablet is placed 
on the side of a huge granite boulder 
which in turn is cemented to a shelf 
of granite on the eastern end of the 
dam. The tablet was unveiled bv Mrs. 
Harriman. 

Mr. Samuel Moore, vice president 
and general manager of the New Eng- 
land Power Association paid high 
tribute to the vision and courage of 
Mr. Harriman and Mr. Chace while 
speaking of the tremendous growth of 
tiie New England Power system. 

HEAVY RAIN FLOOD STREETS 

The heavy rain early Wednesday 
morning flooded many streets in the 
Newtons.

Newton Defeats Everett On Gridiron 
For First Time In Nine Long Years 

Well-Conceived and Well-Executed Plan of Strategy Results 
In Blocked Kicks For 6-0 Victory 


For the first time In nine years the 
Newton High School football team de- 
feated Everett High on the gridiron 
by winning the annual Suburban 
league encounter with their ancient 
rivals at Everett on Monday, 6 to 0. 
Not only was it the first victory since 
1921 but it was the first time an or- 
ange and black eleven has outscored 
an Everett team since Dennis Gildea, 
ex-Holy Cross centre, took up the 
coaching reins at that school five 
years ago. 

Back in 1921 “Jake” Stafford cap- 
tained a Newton eleven that made 
football history in scholastic circles. 
Stafford was the quarterback of the 
eleven and later continued his career 
at Harvard. He was supported by 
such well-remembered players as 
Shad” Osborne. “Roily’’ O'Donnell, 
Tudor Bowen and Herb Garrity among 
the others on the squad which at 
that time was coached by the late Al- 
lie W. Dickinson. The score of that 
game was 10 to 0 with Newton scoring 
a touchdown in the first period and a 
field goal by O’Donnell in the second 
period. 

The next year the result was a 
scoreless tie and then for the succeed- 
ing six years Everett was victorious 
by scores of 9 to 0 in 1923. 6 to 0 in 
1924 and '25. 3 to 0 in 1926. 13 to 0 in 
1927. and 12 to 9 in 192S. Last year 
another scoreless tie was in order as 
the Newton eleven failed to come 
through on its opportunities *to score 
although outrushing the Everett team 
considerably. In 1925 Captain Tommy 
Gilligan’s Newton eleven battled on 
even terms with its rival and it was 
Captain Dick Ahlin's interception of 
a Newton pass on his own goal line 
and a touchdown run the entire length 
of the field that brought the sole Ev- 
erett score. Ahlin. by the way. had 
continually repulsed the Newton team 
by his remarkable punting. The fol- 
lowiiig year he was a thorn in New- 


ton’s side again wtih a field goal from 
his educated toe providing the winning 
score. In 1928 Newton at last got a 
fortunate break that seemed at the 
time as though it might stem the Ev- 
erett tide and turn it for Newton. Carl 
Pescosolido intercepted an early Ev- 
erett forward pass and raced 30 yards 
for a touchdown. Everett was aroused 
and crossed the Newton line twice to 
take the lead. In the final period a 
70-yard march by the Newton team 
was stopped on the one-foot line by a 
determined Everett team which took 
the ball on downs and a few minutes 
later deliberately took a safety in or- 
der to prevent Newton scoring win- 
ning points on the possibility of a fum- 
ble. 

Last Monday it was a different story. 
Although biased spectators might say 
that Newton received the advantage 
of a “lucky” break and turned it into 
touchdown, the sole score of the 
game, those who know their football 
will tell you that the 1930 Newton 
team deserved its victory — the result 
of carefully planned strategy. In its 
previous games Everett had showed 
its lack of possession of an able pun- 
ter. Coach Sullivan of Newton, there- 
fore, instructed his players to force 
the Everett team deep into its own 
territory where they would be forced 
to kick if their rushing attack failed to 
click.

NEWTON DEFEATS 

EVERETT 6-0

tried in vain to put over a tying 
punch. I.nter In the game the New- 
ton line was through again in front 
of Conley nnd Bob Patterson. Newton 
centre, blocked the ball to give Perk 
ins another chance. Perkins recov 
eretl the hall near the sidelines and 
Newton supporters had visions of an- 
other score but he was forced outside 
by the Everett backs after lie had 
taken but a step or two. 

Records of the game show that Ev- 
erett made seven llrst downs to New- 
ton's three. In reality the Everett at- 
tack functioned but little better than 
the Newton offence as both lines were 
breaking up plays in excellent fash- 
ion. Newton made its initial down on 
a pretty 20-vard run through a broken 
field by halfback Walter Hlackler. The 
second was the result of two forward 
passes from Elrod to Litchfield for 
five and seven yards with a one yard 
gain at tackle by Shorten coming be 
tween the passes. The third was made 
by Elrod on a 15-yard run around the 
Everett right end. 

The linesmen moved their stakes the 
first time for Everett as the result of 
three line plays by fullback Matuchio. 
Tlie next was by the same player on 

12-yard jaunt behind good interfer- 
ence. The third was on a 22-yard for- 
ward pass from Gagliardi to Coviello 
just as the first half elided. The fouith 
came on an eight yard dash at tackle 
by Olivieri ami a two yard plunge 
by Matuchio. Olivieri accounted for 
another with an eleven yard gain. The 
next was on a short pass over the line 
of scrimmage from Gagliardia to Oli- 
vieri and the seven was with the aid 
of the referee, who gave them five 
downs over the protest of the Newton 
coaches and a fellow official. Fortu- 
nately the next Everett forward pass 
was intercepted by Blackler of New- 
ton and Newton had the ball in its 
possession the remaining few minutes 
of the game. Here again the Newton 
team showed extraordinary finesse. 
Two line plays gained but little for 
the orange and black and then a 15- 
yard penalty set them back to their 
27-yard line. The next play was a 
slight gain but was more than offset 
by a 5-yard penalty when the referees 
felt that the Newton team was stalling 
as there was then but seconds to play. 
On fourth down it would have been 
customary to kick but realizing the 
possibility of Everett running the kick 
back for a touchdown Elrod elected to 
hold onto the ball. He was tackled for 
a loss and the hall passed to Everett’s 
possession on downs on the Newton 
15-yard line but the time was up and 
the game over before Everett could 
put the ball in play. A brief summary 
of the game follows: 

First Period 

Gagliardi of Everett kicked ofT to 
Elrod who ran the ball back 15-yards 
to his 35-yard line. A high pass and 
Elrod was thrown for a four-yard loss 
which he regained on the next play 
with a 12-yard run around Everett’s 
right end. On fourth down he kicked 
to the Everett 25-yard line and it 
was run back 10 yards. Vasalotti 
spilled the first Everett play for a 
three-yard loss and on third down 
Conley kicked. A bad pass from 
centre which Elrod recovered for a 
20-yard loss forced him to kick to 
Everett's 40-yard murk. Here Everett 
made the initial first down of the- 
game and had the ball just over the 
midfield line in Newton territory. 
Everett’s attack was stopped and Con- 
ley kicked over the Newton goal- 
line. Newton put the ball in play from 
the 20-vard line and Blackler reeled 
off his 20-yard dash. Stopped again, 
Elrod placed a nice kick on the Ever- 
ett 35-yard line. Vasalotti and But- 
ler nailed the Everett backs on the 
next two plays for a total loss of nine 
yards and Conley kicked to the New- 
ton 37-yard mark as the period ended. 

Second Period 

On second down Elrod make a quick 
kick from close behind the line of 
scrimmage, catching Everett unaware 
and putting the ball back to the Ever- 
ett 20-yard line where Olivieri fumbled 
and recovered it.

Mr. Weeks gave a most Interesting 
account of some of the problems he 
faced as mayor, the first being the 
necessity of keeping taxes down. Sec- 
ond meeting the demands of every- 
body for everything and third the mat- 
ter of unemployment. The mayor told 
of the work of resurfacing streets, 
building the stadium. ’the bathhouse at 
Crystal Lake and other matters, all of 


which had been paid from faxes. He 
told of some of the more ridiculous re- 
quests which he had received and said 
that In view of the lack of work he 
had just decided to have a large sewer 
and drain project done by city labor, 
rather than by contract labor. 

Mr. Weeks believed, that outside of 
the matter of unemployment, the re- 
cent year of depression had been rath- 
er beneficial, In that it had made bus- 
iness men wake up to the necessity 
of economy in their particular kinds of 
work. He said that silver, which is 
the basic value of more than half the 
world had depreciated 50% in the last 
year and that in one business in which 
he was engaged, affecting the automo- 
bile trade, their production had 
dropped 55%. In view of these facts 
Mr. Weeks believed that the depres- 
sion would continue for six months or 
a year.

“Service and Success.” 

Among the leaders of educational 
conferences held Saturday morning 
and afternoon was Carroll M. Wright 
of Newton. 

On Saturday afternoon a Tercen- 
tenary Tour was conducted by Marion 
Fernald of North Andover, the itin- 
erary including the various buildings 
of Phillips Andover Academy which 
the late Dr. Francis E. Clark, founder 
of Christian Endeavor, attended. There 
were also visits to the chapel where 
Dr. and Mrs. Clark were married and 
to Mrs. Clark’s birthplace. 

With 600 Endeavorers in attendance, 
an outdoor Quiet Hour service was 
held at Tower Hill Sunday morning, 
a brief message being brought by Rev. 
Norman Bartlett of Andover, follow- 
ing which the delegates split into 
groups, attending the regular services 
ip. the churches of Lawrence and An- 
dover. 

In the afternoon the young people 
again reassembled for a splendid ad- 
dress by Rev. Floyd L. Carr, field sec- 
retary of the Northern Baptist Con 
vention, at which time he asked them 
to uphold the dry law’.

Although Newton high will not offi- 
cially dedicate Its new stadium to the 
memory of the late Coach Allle W. 
Dickinson until Thanksgiving Day 
morning at the Brookline gaino the 
new gridiron will bo used tomorrow 
afternoon in tho game with Quincy 
High. Action Is slated to start at 
2:30 p. m. and with the increased 
and modern accommodations for spec- 
tators it is expected that a sizable 
crowd will he present although the 
collegiate tilt at the stadium will 
hold interest for many local fans. 
There are 5800 seats in tho now sta- 
dium which practically completes the 
development of Claflin Field after 
twenty years. 

Newton’s victory last Monday, tho 
first of the season and the first in 
the past ten starts augurs well for 
the future. The victory should mark 
a turn in the orange and black foot- 
ball the story of which is not told 
with much enthusiasm. After what 
was beginning to seem like an almost 
endless string of defeats the local 
eleven now seems on the way to bet- 
ter days. 

Possessed with better material than 
at any time in recent years the New- 
ton eleven should chalk up several 
more victories in a row as the full 
strength of the squad is becoming 
available. As we intimated in these 
columns several weeks ago the local 
eleven at that time needed but three 
things to get away to a good start. 
Confidence in their ability, team work 
through experience, and the will to 
win. With the Everett game under 
their belts their confidence is immeas- 
urably increased. The past three 
games have showed a great advance 
in team work and both factors have 
combined to bring about the latter. 

Coach Sullivan has not yet been 
able to put his strongest eleven on 
the field but will be able to approach 
it more closely tomorrow. In tho 
game with Malden he was without 
Elrod, triple threat halfback and his 
loss was keenly felt. Against Cam- 
bridge Elrod, Litchfield, hacks, and 
Hildreth and Sostillio. ends were hors 
de combat. At Everett the Newton 
mentor had to keep his newly discov- 
ered sophomore find. Warren Huston, 
on the bench, as well as Hildreth and 
Sostillio. For tomorrow the latter is 
the only one not available. 

But one change has been made In 
the line positions for tomorrow with 
Bill Gowell starting at left tackle in 
place of Giles. At the beginning of 
the season Gowell was a tackle but 
was shifted to the guard squad. As 
three sets of guards of almost equal 
ability have been developed Gowell 
became a tackle again and has earned 
a chance to start. Perkins and Bruen 
will be on the ends, Butler at the other 
tackle, Vasalotti and Gulian at the 
guard positions and Patterson at cen- 
tre. 

Quincy has won three of its four 
games this season although with the 
exception of the game it lost to Mel- 
rose it cannot be said to have faced 
the calibre of opposition that Newton 
high has in its three games. The 
Granite City outfit lias victories over 
Abington, Belmont and Milton high 
schools and has scored a total of 
27 points. Melrose, conquerors of 
Malden, has a 12 to 0 victory over 
Coach Carlson’s eleven with Milton 
also scoring one touchdown for a 
total of eighteen points against 
Quincy. 

The visitors captained by C. Young, 
right end, will bring a large squad of 
players and will probably have greater 
reserve, at least in numbers, than tho 
orange and black. The visitors ap- 
parently have several backfleld play- 
ers of comparatively equal ability on 
their squad of forty-eight hopefuls. 
With Gentry at quarter. Sullivan at 
fullback and Donnon and Melville at 
the halves as the probable starting 
backfleld the visiting coach has Mae- 
Arthur ready to go in at the signal 
calling berth. Sullivan at fullback and 
either Craig and Noyes or Sipple and 
Iovanna at the halfback posts.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

With the streets covered with wet 
leaves, what Is regarded by many as 
the most dangerous driving season of 
the year is with us. Those who drive 
automobiles at high rates of speed 
under such conditions ore nol only 
menacing their own lives, but also t ho 
lives of others. Any sensible person 
wlto lias ever been through the nerve 
wrecking experience of a had skid 
while operating a car, uses extra cau- 
tion while wet leaves cover highways. 


That was some rain Wednesday. 
And it certainly was needed. In fact, 
about a week of steady rain would 
be welcomed by the farmers and by 
persons residing in cities and towns 
where the water supply problem had 
become acute. Despite the great need 
of rain some folks will be complain- 
ing about the wet weather in another 
couple of dnys. 


The foliage in Northern New Eng- 
land over the holiday week-end baffled 
description. It was magnificent, gor- 
geous. superb — and all the rest of the 
superlatives. Many will agree with 
that distinguished Englishman who as- 
serted that the thing which impressed 
him most in this country was the au- 
tumn foliage in Northern New Eng- 
land. The brilliant, variegated hues 
of the maples, the flaming red of the 
oaks, the yellow of the birches, with 
the evergreens intermingling — pro- 
duced a symphony of color which per- 
haps could not he surpassed in any 
other part of this country — or any 
country. Apparently the long, dry 
summer and the absence of frosts had 
contributed to the creation of n foliage 
entrancingly beautiful. 


Two hundred and fifty miles from 
here one travels from the hectic, ma- 
chine age of 20th century United 
States of America into the calm, rural 
life of French Quebec. Last Sunday 
we spent in Coaticook. Quebec, one 
of the astern Townships of Quebec 
Province settled by English loyalists 
at the time of the Revolution, but for 
the past quarter-century preponder- 
antly French-Canadian. It is a clean, 
attractive little town with excellent 
concrete streets which are kept sur- 
prisingly clean. Many automobiles 
containing tourists from the United 
States pass through the town, and the 
inhabitants of the district also own 
an appreciable number of motor-cars. 
But, the interesting thing is to observe 
tiie general use of horse drawn ve- 
hicles. Spick and span vehicles drawn 
by well groomed steeds roll along the 
streets and bring one hack to the days 
of the 19th century. Several black- 
smith shops and harnessmakers shops 
are located on tile main street to em- 
phasize the fact that the horse still 
is an important factor in transporta- 
tion in Quebec. 


Tiie noise of an air-compressor and 
i lie clatter of pneumatic , hammers 
have been trying the nerves of persons 
residing near Centre avenue bridge at 
Newton. The bridge is being largely 
rebuilt. It would be a big improve- 
ment if this bridge were entirely re- 
built and the high side spans replaced 
with lower spans which would enable 
autoists crossing this bridge to ob- 
serve approaching traffic.

QNE THING AND ANOTHER 

W By L. D. G. BENTLEY AV 


Tucked away In the circumstances 
surrounding the career of a young 
friend of mine Is something which 
should encourage a lot of ambitious 
folks. Nobody hns ever told me that 
I should not use this column for a 
pulpit. Nevertheless, I have preferred 
to state certain things, hoping they 
would convey the same thought as a 
sormon without appearing to preach. 
What recently came to my notice I 
believe should be known by the many 
really Industrious youngsters who are 
eager to succeed and willing to make 
an effort. 

A young man In the early twenties 
came to me and said that he had been 
laid off and was very much up against 
it financially. I thought I was in for 
a touch, but found he had no such in- 
tention. He wanted work. I asked 
him what he thought he was best 
adapted for — what he most preferred 
to do. To my astonishment he re- 
plied, “Music. I can sing and play." 

I answered, “Are you sure?’’ He re- 
plied that he was. Then I said, “Now 
that you’ve convinced yourself, con- 
vince me.’’ He said he couldn’t quite 
understand so I asked if he were will- 
ing to Btudy and practice sufficiently 
to lift himself from the class of play- 
ers who make only a fair living, 
tried to tell him that any profession 
is worthy of all you put in it and 
unless one has an objective one can 
do most anything in the way of em- 
ployment between the hours of 9 a. m. 
and 5 p. m. and keep fed, clothed and 
sheltered, but achieve little more. 

"I’ve had one or two chances on the 
radio and I think I could make good, 
he declared with earnestness. Then 
we sat down and discussed the way 
one may become somebody In the stu- 
dios. I repeated the age-old maxim, 
"If you’ve actually got the goods, 
somebody will buy them.” He saw 
that I meant that he must excel as 
a player and singer in order to even 
be considered. 

After he had gone I thought, “Well 
here’s another. Maybe he’ll land and 
maybe he'll turn out like a lot of 
others.” He certainly had nothing 
hut his own eagerness to succeed — no- 
body was pushing him, nobody except 
his family and friends waH particular- 
ly Interested. It looked like an awful 
rough road ahead. 


It must have been a year or more 
later than I received a letter from 
him. It was dated in the Middle West. 
“I’ve made good," he wrote "and as 
soon as my engagements permit I’m 
coming to Boston. You’ll be the first 
one I call on.” That didn’t knock me 
oil my seat, but it pleased me tremen- 
dously. Months rolled along and the 
matter sort of slipped my mind. One 
day not long ago I received a tele- 
phone call. It was my young friend. 
Said he, “When I find a place to park 
my car I’ll be up to your office.” 

It was no streak of luck that had 
come to him. He had gone at his 
music with a determination of a man 
trying to break out of prison. He had 
studied and practiced. Six hours a 
day was nothing for this young man. 
Of course he had attained proficiency, 
lie had become the - principal of an 
act, as the theatrical folks describe it, 
and was appearing both in a theatre, 
on the air and at night clubs. 

“How did you do it?” I asked. 

“You told me I’d have to plug and 
plug,” he replied. ‘‘Well, I plugged 
harder than that. I’m working every 
day and night and they’re paying me 
big nionex.” 

I remembered his salary at the job 
when he first came to me for advice. 
“You were getting $14 a week as I 
recall,” said I, “what does this work 
pay you?” 

“Here are my contracts," he an- 
swered, and produced documentary 
proof that he was receiving five hun- 
dred and fifty dollars a week. 

I was staggered, but there was no 
disputing his statement. 

And that doesn’t include phono- 
graph records I make,” he went on. 

As far as I was able to figure his 
total income was nearly $800.00 a 
week, barring what he had to pay a 
booking agent and for traveling ex- 
penses. I was even more pleased that 
lie was taking the best care of him- 
self, shunning liquor and temptation 
and still practicing from four to six 
hours a day. Don’t forget this latter 
fact. 

This shows that it can be done. 
Like Ripley I must say, ‘believe it or 
not’ and still like the self-same Ripley 
I am prepared to offer proof on person- 
al request. 


While the Legion convention was in 
progress the teletype was put In use. 
A man could sit at the machine in the 
hall and write. As rapidly as the copy 
was written it appeared on another 
machine in the newspaper office. 
Think or It! The reporter wrote at 
the scene and his copy burst forth 
from another typewriter in his office! 
No rushing hack to write the story, 
no calling of messengers to carry the 
copy. No need to stop and dash to a 
telephone. 

No doubt many of you have seen re- 
porters seated at a table at a conven- 
tion or big public meeting, taking 
notes or writing a running story of 
the occasion. But these men had to 
travel back to their offices or call for 
messenger boys or telephone. Under 
this new arrangement hours are saved. 
Talk of the marvels of the twentieth 
century — here’s one that means more 
than is probably realized at present. It 
is going to speed up things in this al- 
ready high-geared and high-speed age. 

Social gatherings in the not remote 
past, say half-a-dozen or more years 
ago, managed to develop an Individ- 
ual known as “the life of the party.” 
He or she displayed an unusual 
amount of animation, wit and re- 
sourcefulness in fun-making that pro- 
vided a sort of leadership in the mirth 
and merry-making. For centuries and 
in all countries “the life of the party” 
has been recognized as essential to the 
success of a feast or dance or what- 
you-will. These gay individuals, how- 
ever. were always one of the crowd 
which meant they paid their own way 
or came, like everybody else, on Invi- 
tation. 

Today there Is a “master of cere- 
monies” to decorate and otherwise in- 
spire gay occasions. At places where 
people pay to dine and dance, and 
often get more dancing than dining 
for their money, there are profes- 
sionals to keep enjoyment at fever 
heat until the last big spender has 
paid his check. The brand of humor 
handed out by the paid entertainers is 
not the kind to strain one’s intellec- 
tual powers. “Meet the boy friend” 
and “Give this little girl a big hand” 
are some of the stock phrases that are 
repeated with a smile and gurgle in- 
tended to cause all present to collapse 
from laughter. 

So being “the life of the party” has 
become a profession and, as far as I 
am able to judge, a profitable one. 
While I have not the slightest objec- 
tion to all this I prefer the person 
who by sheer magnetism and brains 
is able to keep a crowd happy and live- 
ly without any monetary reward. It 
is all so much more genuine and nat- 
ural. Paid performers are invariably 
interesting to me but there are folks 
who are not on the make and who to 
me are equally amusing. 

Not long ago in a small town where 
I visited there was a gathering of 
nearlv 800 men and women of all ages. 
It was a town celebration which meant 
that all classes were there. The man 
who sort of “steered” things was as 
good as a profesional actor and the 
best part of it was that his humor and 
stunts were spontaneous. Moreover, 
they probably did more to enliven the 
gathering than could the efforts of a 
man paid liberally “to make ’em 
laugh.” All in all, “the life of the par- 
ty,” in my opinion, should come from 
the ranks and not from some enter- 
tainment bureau. 
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With Famous Reading An- 
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ALDERMEN MEET 


It is to be hoped that readers of this 
column have not formed their impres- 
sion of reporters on daily newspapers 
from bibulous persona and incidents 
portrayed In certain of the sound 
films. Interesting and amusing us 
some of these have appeared they are 
quite apt to mislead people not famil- 
iar with tho getting-out of a big news- 
paper. If members of the reportorlal 
staff conducted themselves as do the 
actors in a number of the talkies, 
when assigned to newspaper charac- 
ters, It would be a pretty poor apology 
for a dally chronicle of events that 
you would have bofore you at break- 
fast or any other time. 

Far be it from me to destroy the ro- 
mance of newspaper work as it stands 
forth in popular imagination among 
those not “in the know.” I feel sure 
that everybody who stops to think 
how his daily newspaper was prepared 
for him believes thero was plenty of 
work put into it. Not only that, but 
that it was systematic, despite the ap- 
pearance of rush and roar und no head 
or tail. As a mutter of fact it is the 
most perfectly moving human mu- 
hine. People who may seem to be 
moving without purpose are really ac- 
complishing much. It Is weird, com- 
plicated und different but there are no 
false moves or wustud moments. 

And now to show you how fast the 
work of preparing material for print- 
ing or “turning-out copy,” let me call 
your attention to the device for writ- 
ing copy miles away from the office 
and having it come out of a type- 
writer at the newspuper office as if tho 
man were seated ut a desk near the 
editor. 


There Is little that gives me more 
genuine, if more or less silent fun 
than a town meeting. I do not look for 
comedy alone, but I like to hear a dis- 
cussion of local problems in which a 
variety of views is offered. No reflec- 
tion on the governing bodies of large 
cities, you understand, but a small 
town can settle or at least try to settle 
some vexatious question with a more 
representative expression of opinion. 
You find a man from the north part 
of the town kicking because the folks 
in the west part are asking too much. 
It sort of balances things to have a 
whole lot of people arguing from dif- 
ferent angles. There is less likelihood 
of log-rolling or distribution of polit- 
ical favors which sometimes character- 
ize the deliberations of a city council. 

Take the citizen, who is not looked 
upon ns an orator and who never 
raises his voice in debate except in 
town meeting. That fellow often has 
a lot of idens that surprise one. It 
may be that he hns had something 
on his mind for a whole year and 
takes the opportunity to get it off. 
When he speaks there is something 
to be heard. Therefore, I revel in an 
evening of rural law-making. 

I recall when a certain community 
had before it for discussion the cost 
of water rates. The whole town v 
aroused at the expense of maintaining 
the plant. Investigation showed that 
the town fathers were building for 
years ahead* which made the total sum 
appear far out of proportion to what 
seem to be existing needs. Yet every- 
thing was prudent and sound financing. 
The speakers said some funny things, 
but they were not foolish. Rather they 
were for the most port words of wis- 
dom. The comic side remained with 
me and so I give here an incident. 

An indignant citizen, pointing his 
finger at tho town water commisisoner, 
said, "There are two things that I be- 
lieve the Lord Almighty meant to be 
free. One is air and the other water." 

The water commissioner promptly 
roplied, “And they are in this town, 
but we’re obliged to charge you u 
nominal fee for delivering the water.” 
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2 Trips Dally — Local Trucking 
Baggage Called For 


The most important matter trans- 
acted at the regular meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen on Monday Oct. 6 
was the appropriation of $4500 to pur- 
chase office equipment for the Water 
Department. This equipment will in- 
clude an addressing machine, stencill- 
ing machine, stencils, cabinets and a 
large Burroughs accounting machine. 
The itemized details specified $486 for 
an addressograph, $160 for a stencil 
machine, cabinet $274. plates $133.25, 
frames $441, extra help to make sten- 
cils $720. Burroughs machine $1490, 
meter readers, books and supplies 
$500. 

The reason for the new equipment 
in the Water Department office is the 
proposed change whereby bills for 
water will be sent out every three 
months instead of auuually, as has 
been the practice in Newton. The 
quarterly bills and notices thereof will 
be made out by the Water Depart- 
ment and then delivered to the City 
Collector who will send out the no- 
tices and retain the bills, until paid. 
The new method will entail consider- 
ably more work for the offices of the 
Water Commissioner and City Collec- 
tor, but it is expected to save the 
city from such heavy losses on unpaid 
water bills as has been experienced 
in the past. It will also afford New- 
ton residents a better opportunity to 
keep tabs on the amount of water they 
use. 

Hearings on the docket on petitions 
of the Edison and Telephone compan- 
ies for pole locations included the 
following: Greeulawn avenue at Ho- 
mer street, 1 pole: Garland road at 
Homer street. 1 pole: Walden street 
between Highland and Otis streets. 12 
poles; Bolton road near Lowell ave- 
nue, 5 poles: Fairfield street, 6 poles: 
Whittemore road, 7 poles. Harold 
Leach of 258 Homer street opposed 
the pole location on Greenlawn ave- 
nue because it will ruin an elm tree 
that is over a ceutury old. 

No persons appeared to favor or 
oppose the petitions of Thomas Mollay 
for a gasoline filling station at 100 
Needham street, and Arthur DeGiorgio 
for a gasoline filling station at 60 
Needham street. James P. Gallagher 
as attorney for Amana S. Estabrook 
informed the Aldermen that the gar- 
age and repair shop which the peti- 
tioner proposes to build at the rear 
of 49 Elmwood street, will be of fire- 
proof construction. It will be on the 
site of the old Bush’s Livery Stable 
which collapsed several months ago. 
Later In the meeting the Aldermen 
granted this petition and also a per- 
mit to Alice Sweetser to build a 3 car 
garage at 160 Lincoln street. Newton 
Highlands. 

Alderman >ituil called attention to 
the fact that no plans have been filed 
with tlie petition for the filling sta- 
tion at 60 Needham street. 

No persons appeared to speak in 
favor of the proposition to lessen the 
curve on Commonwealth avenue op- 
posite Prince street. A written pro- 
test was read from the Beacon Oil 
Company, whose property would he af- 
fected. Protests were also made by 


street, northeast corner of Walnut 
and Washington streets. 

Joseph C. Foley of 1605 Washing- 
ton street objected to widening the 
northerly side of Washington street. 
West Newton, between Auburn and 
Greenough streets. He argued that 
the street at this point is sufficiently 
wide for present needs and that if 
such a width is required in 10 or 15 
years, the city should then pay the 
then existing value of the land. Mr. 
Foley marshaled five other property 
owners in the area affected who also 
protested against the proposed wid- 
ening. 

Other hearings announced, and on 
which no opposition developed includ- 
ed those referring to the taking of 
land for a drain from Aubunulale 
avenue southerly, taking land for a 
drain from Commonwealth avenue to 
Nottingham street along Francis 
street, taking land for drains on 
Mountfort road and Wood End road. 

The Licenses Committee reported 
favorably on petitions for 22 private 
garage permits. Alderman Powers in- 
quired if any of these permits in- 
volved the waiving of set backs on 
street lines and explained that his 
reason for making this inquiry was 
occasioned because at the preceding 
meeting two garage permits had been 
granted on Lowell avenue. Newton- 
ville which waived the setback line 
from 25 feet to 5 feet. When a gar- 
age is permitted within a few feet 
of the street line, any building can 
be built equally as near within 200 
feet, provided no street intervenes. 
This weak link in the zoning ordi- 
nance menaces the value of property 
in many of the finest sections of the 
city. 

On the recommendation of the Li- 
censes Committee, the Aldermeu voted 
to permit Lois Miller to alter the 
garage at 30 Grove street. Aubunulale 
so that it can be used as a 2 car 
garage: to permit Nobel Nutting to 
erect a 3 car garage at 94 Hammonds- 
wood road. Chestnut Hill. A common 
victualler liceuse was granted to An- 
drew Schwer at 307 Washington 
street: a 1st class taxi license to 
Arthur Roberts at Riverside station. 
Leave to withdraw was granted to 
Robert Hamilton for a garage repair 
shop at the rear of 67 Lexington 
street: Marie Kirby for a 3 car gar- 
age at 40 Myrtle street: Jacob Cron 
for a junk license at 101 Lexingtou 
street: F. W. Woolworth Compauy 
for a common victualler license at 320 
Centre street. Cron and the Wool- 
worth Company had been turned down 
before on similar petitions. 

The Claims Committee reported ad- 
versely on petitions presented by Mrs. 
J. A. Mills of Aetna street. Brighton 
and Carl Miller of Austin street. New- 
ton ville. Mrs. Mills made the modest 
claim of $5 for damages to her auto- 
mobile which went into a ditch ou 
Beacon street. The city contended 
that the street was well lighted und 
no liability was upon the city. Mr. 
Miller’s claim was for an alleged de- 
fect on the sidewalk on Austin street, 
which caused him to receive an in- 
jury. The Claims Committee stated 
there Is no defect in this sidewalk. 

Alderman Hawkius, reporting for 
the Licenses Committee, recommended

He believes that 
local industries should be patronized 
and that the Mayor aud Water Com- 
missioner should investigate the Mas- 
sachusetts made machines aud equip- 
ment before purchasing a more expen- 
sive outfit. 

Alderman Powers asked that the 
Traffic Committee assign a night wheu 
this committee will hold a public 
hearing to afford busiuess men and 
residents of Newton Coruer’au oppor- 
tunity to discuss parkiug aud other 
traffic conditions at that section. 
Chairman Grebenstein of the Traffic 
Committee designated Wednesday, Oc- 
tober 22nd as the night for this hear- 
ing.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 


Financial experts tell us that the 
business depression which had caused 
world-wide suffering for so many 
months is the result of a shortage of 
gold and depreciation in the value of 
sliver. We lay no claim to being a 
financial expert, unless long experi- 
ence in endeavoring to make quite 
limited finances suffice for our needs 
has made us somewhat expert. But, 
personally, it is our opinion thnt the 
alleged reasons advanced hy the "ex- 
perts" Is the hunk. Too little gold and 
too much silver may he contributory 
causes to the prevailing hard times, 
hut they are only minor factors. Men 
can’t survive hy eating gold or drink- 
ing silver. Neither will raiment of 
such valuable material he of much use 
in keeping one warm in freezing 
weather. 

If the so-called civilized nations of 
the earth are to lessen suffering and 
privations among people who lack the 
necessaries of life, means should be 
devised to enable persons who need 
employment to obtain it. It is a sad 
commentary on the progress of civili- 
zation when on the one hand millions 
who need employment to provide for 
their needs cannot find work, and on 
the other hand huge overproduction 
exists because so many people are un- 
able to buy because they are idle and 
lack the means to purchase commodi- 

t ii“s. 

The problem before financial experts 
and captains of industry, not to men- 
tion rulers of nations, is to bring eco- 
nomic conditions somewhat abreast of 
the advance made by industrial con- 
ditions in the past century. If more 
attention would be given to equitable 
distribution of wealth and less to pro- 
duction of wealth the problems of un- 
employment and overproduction would 
be greatly lessened. And people would 
not be told they cannot have bread 
because there is too little gold or too 
much silver. 

In connection with the French Revo- 
lution one thinks of the alleged remark 
of Marie Antoinette, who answered, 
when told that the people had no 
bread, "Let them eat cake." At present 
millions of persons in this country have 
not enough food because of unemploy- 
ment. yet the paramount issue of the 
current political campaign seems to 
be — whether or not to "Let them buy 
beer.”

Must Pay Water 

Bills Quarterly 

Aldermen Authorize Change — Elect 
Howlett To Wd. 1 Vacancy 

As a result of action taken by the 
Board of Aldermen at a regular meet- 
ing on Monday night persons in New- 
ton who pay water bills will have this 
pleasure four times each year instead 
of once a year, as in the past. Each 
quarterly bill will, of course, he only 
about one-fourth as large as the an- 
nual bills have been. So that will 
help. The former Sections 246, 247 
and 248 of the City Ordinances, 
which related to the payment of wa- 
ter bills were abolished and new 
sections substituted. These new sec- 
tions provide that water bills shall be 
sent out every three months and that 
all bills for water furnished by the 
meter during the next preceding three 
months shall be due and payable to 
the City Collector on the first day 
of each quarterly billing period. The 
excess of water used during 1930 
shall be hilled on the first quarterly 

bills rendered during 1931. 

Section 247 provides that in every 
case of the non-payment of bills for 
specific supplies and/or the water 
rent for thirty days after the same 
are due. the City Collector shall 

cause a written demand to be left 
at the premises where the water is 
taken, or mailed to the owner or oc- 
cupant thereof and unless the rent is 
paid within three days thereafter, to- 
gether with twenty cents for the de- 
mand. the City Collector shall give 
immediate written notice thereof to 
fhe Water Commissioner and there-

QUINCY PASSES 

TIE NEWTON, 6-6 

Quincy High resorted to the air 
successfully last Saturday afternoon 
in the first 'game to he played on 
Newton high’s new field at the Dick- 
inson Stadium to escape defeat. 
Litchfield of Newton made the firBt 
touchdown on the new field in the 
third period. In the final quarter af- 
ter threatening seevral times Quincy 
finally achieved a touchdown to tie 
the score. Incidentally their score 
was made at the same end as that of 
Newton so the east goalline is still 
uncrossed. 

Newton supporters were disappoint- 
ed with Newton’s showing following 
that of the previous Monday when 
the orange and black took Everett in- 
to camp for the first time in nine 
years. The Me with Quincy can be 
traced to the inability of t lie Newton 
backs to defend against a forward 
passing attack together with the 
ability of the Quincy ends to hold 
onto passes under most any condi- 
tions. On one occasion Captain Young 


inch and one can readily see that 
Newton could win only by playing 
football. Instead they seemed to suf- 
fer a let down from the Everett game 
ami were lucky to escape with a tie. 

But X iwton showed its strength 
several limes. The home team took 
the ball away on downs three times 
inside their ten yard line and twice 
partially blocked kicks to take t lie 
ball on downs again deep in Quincy 
territory.

On third 
down Huston tossed a lateral to El- 
rod but the throw was hurried and 
Elrod dropped the hall as it bounced 
off his chest. Captain Young recov- 
ered for Quincy on Newton’s 43-yard 
line. The visitors couldn't gain and 
Sullivan kicked.

Conch Donald Enoch of the New- 
ton team hns built up considerable in- 
terest in the sport nnd looks forward 
to his team doing well in the Harvard 
interscholastic meet on November 
first.

SCHOOL NOTES 


WARREN JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 

The school year opened with an 
enrollment of 743 pupils and 33 teach- 
ers. This number is sightly larger 
than last year’s. 

Mr. Russell Burkhard, a former 
teacher of Reaver Country Day 
School, came to Warren to serve as 
the Principal’s Assistant, but later 
was offered and accepted the Princi* 
palship of the Angler School in Wa- 
han. 

As yet no one has been appointed 
as the Principal’s Assistant, but Mr. 
Simon Surabian, a new teacher from 
Winthrop Junior High Scliol, has 
taken over Mr. Burkhard’s classes 
and Miss Hilda Martinson, a former 
teacher of Northfleld Seminary, has 
taken over Mr. Sttrabian’s classes. 

The third new teacher, Miss Ruth 
Ruxton, formerly of Winthrop Junior 
High School, is a Social Studies 
teacher. 

Tlie Inside Patrol has started again, 
under the direction of Mr. Surabian. 
As yet no permanent members have 
been chosen. The Patrol is now 
working on a drive to prevent acci- 
dents. In order to make this drive a 
success every member of the school 
must learn the Traffic Code and the 
Safety Code. # 

The Outside Patrol is also under 
the direction of Mr. Surabian. The 
Patrol is made up mostly of First and 
Second class Hoy Scouts. The boys 
r.re doing a fine job and most of the 
students are cooperating with them. 

At the special Fire Prevention as- 
sembly hold on October first. Chief 
Forester Cook, gave a talk, il- 
lustrated by slides, on forest fires; 
their causes and how to prevent 
them. 

The Junior Red Cross drive which 
was carried on for two weeks in Oc- 
tober received an enthusiastic and 
generous response which resulted in 
a one hundred per cent enrollment. 

During the drive war posters il- 
lustrating Red Cross activities were 
on exhibition in the halls. These 
posters were contributed by Miss 
Aurelio, who had charge of the drive.

Finally, on Oct. 9, the longed for goal 
was reached, 100%, and on Oct. 16 un- 
other touchdown was mudu, 100%. 
The average of the year up to date Is 
98.04%. 

The sixth period on Tuesday has 
been given over to seventh grade as- 
semblies. The first assembly was on 
the conduct uud attitude of the pupils 
during the assemblies, which was 
conducted by Miss Pepin. The sec 


ond assembly, in charge of Mrs. Deg- 
nan, was a thrift play teaching the 
children to save money. The third 
assembly was also a play on school 
citizenship, which was written and di 
rected by Miss Gallaliue. The last 
was on Egypt, which was conducted 
by division 7 G L-l and illustrated 
by slides in charge of Miss O’Connor. 
The purpose of these assemblies is to 
give our new members an idea of the 
customs of the school.

SEPTEMBER HEALTH REPORT 

The report of the Newton Board of 
Health for the month of September 
shows that 53 persons died in Newton 
during that period. Of this number. 
22 were males and 31 females. Causes 
of deatli included — typhoid fever 1, 
erysipelas 1. pulmonary tuberculosis 
2, cancer 9, rheumatism 1. diabetes 2. 
cerebral hemorrhage 2, heart ailments 
13, arterio sclerosis 7, lobar pneu- 
monia 3, appendicitis 2. The death 
rate per 1000 for the month was 9.67 
as compared with 7.41 for the cor- 
responding month in 1929. 

Communicable diseases reported 
during the month included — scarlet 
fever 6 cases, typhoid fever l. 
measles 1, mumps 2. whooping cough 
7, chicken pox 1. lobar pneumonia 
4, infantile paralysis 5. 

Tlie Health Department investiga- 
ted 13 complaints, abated 25 nui- 
sances, made 257 inspections of build- 
ings and premises, inspected 12 dair- 
ies. 170 iriarkets and provision stores 
and 14 bakeries.

upon the Water Commissioner shall 
cut off the supply, unless said reut 
unpaid is due from another and pre 
vious owner and occupant of said 
building or premises. The water shall 
not he let on until the amount due, 
together with said fee and two dol- 
lars for the shutting off and on. is 
I paid. The occupant of any tenement 
shall he liable for the payment of the 
rent for the use of water in such 
tenement and the owner shall also be 
liable. 

The rates for water supplied 
through meters shall be — for con- 
sumption averaging daily for three 
months — under 1000 cubic feet per 
day, 25c per 100 cubic feet. All ex- 
cess of such 1000 cubic feet per day 
to be charged -it 12c per l"" cubic 
feet. Each meter shall he subject to 
a minimum charge of $2.25 per quar- 
terly billing period. The new ordi- 
nances will become effective on Jan- 
uary 1. 1931. 

Another important matter trans- 
acted at the meeting was tlie filling 
of tlie vacancy caused by tlie removal 
from Newton of Alderman Arthur 
Mansfield of Ward 1. Albert D. How 
lett of 40 Newtonville avenue. New- 
ton, was nominated by Alderman 
Powers and Alderman Gallagher see- 
oned the nomination. Mr. Howlett 
was unanimously elected by the 
Board. The new alderman has been a 
resident of Newton for over 25 years. 
He is engaged in the painting and 
decorating business in Boston. 

No persons appeared to favor or op- 
pose the following petitions when 
hearings were announced on them — 
Jenny Howes for permit to erect a 
2-car garage at 24S Park street in 
addition to a 2-car frame garage al- 
ready on lot; Daniel Corcoran, for 
permit to erect a 1-car garage at 40 
Moulton street. Lower Falls in addi- 
tion to a 2-car steel garage already 
on lot: William Jonah for permit to 
erect a 3-car garage at 357 Linwood 
avenue, Newtouville. 

Nathan Filik amt William D. Ray of 
Crosby road, Chestnut Hill, objected 
to any more poles being erected on 
that street by the Edison and Tele- 
phone companies. They were informed 
that the petition in question was for 
tin- purpose of legalizing existing 
poles, now that Crosby road has be- 
come an accepted street. Mr. Fink 
commented that the poles would be 
better situated in the hack yards of 
property owners on the street rather 
than In front where they lessen the 
attractiveness of the road. 

Hearings were officially announced 
as preliminary steps to constructing 
sidewalks on the northerly side of 
Hammond street from Beacon street 
'ieur Stone uveuue und from Reser- 
voir avenue westerly; ou taking a 
parcel of real estate on Parkview uve- 
uu*. Newtonville. for school pur- 
poses. This is the third house taken 


in connection with the erection of 
the Cabot School in the area bounded 
by Cabot street. Bridges and Park- 
view avenues. It is more than prob- 
able. that in future years other 
houses in tlie block which includes the 
school will he purchased to afford 
additional area for the school yard. 

Frank Hurley of Hurley place. New- 
ton Centre, advocated the building of 
a drain for Paul Brook through land 
from Boylston to Parker streets 
owned by him and his brothers. He 
told that the construction of many 
new streets during recent years in 
tlie territory drained by Paul Brook 
lias greatly increased the volume of 
water which flows into this brook af- 
ter heavy rains. As a result, the Hur- 
ley Brothers have suffered heavy 
financial losses through the destruc- 
tion of some of their farm crops when 
tlie brook overfiowed on several oc- 
casions during the past two years. 

Tlie Licenses Committee reported 
favorably on the petitions of Edith 
Clark for a 2-car garage at 16 Summit 
street : Charles Benson, license to deal 
in second hand articles at 4 Hale 
street.

1st class taxi license at 507 Waltham 
street; Arthur Hoskins and Herbert 
Winrow, permit to keep and sell fire- 
arms at 59 Union street; Boston Con- 
solidated C.as Company, permit for 
side track crossing Grove street near 
Woodland Golf Club course. The 
Board voted to sustain the adverse re- 
port of the committee, with the ex- 
ception of the action on the petition 
of Miss Sloan, which was referred 
back to the committee on request of 
Alderman Gallagher.

lic utility corporation of a pipe yard 
and service yard on the easterly side 
of Grove street. The Licenses Com- 
mittee disapproved of any railroad 
track across Grove street. 

The Claims & Rules Committee re 
ported adversely on the petitions of 
Helen A. Wellington asking for a 
permit to use the dwelling at SI 
Church street. Newton, us u sanitar- 
ium and tourdiiig home for aged per- 
sons; Dotneuico Mitiguce to change 
land ut Elm and Webster streets 
i rom gent ral residence to basim • 
zones; H. H. Powers claim for dam- 


ages because of tree falling on his 
house at Billings Park. Newton; 
Rudolf Arduino. to have land at 712 
Boylston street. Newton Highlands, 
changed from general residence to 
business zone. The committee also 
reported that it is inexpedient to 
make Beacon street a “through way.” 
Alderman Pratt inquired why the 
committee took this attitude and Al- 
derman Grebenstein replied that inas- 
much as Commonwealth avenue has 
been made a "through way” recently, 
it was believed that no other street 
should have "Stop and Enter" signs 
tliis year. Some opposition to the 
"Through Way” idea on Beacou 
street had developed in Waban. 

Alderman Bail suggested that a 
"Stop and Go" signal be installed at 
the intersection of Beacon and Chest- 
nut streets, which he characterized 
as the most dangerous in the city. 
He was iuformed by Alderman Greb- 
enstein that money for such a signal 
at the place in question will be ap- 
propriated next year. 

On the recommendation of the 
Claims & Rules Committee a traffic 
rule was passed prohibiting automo- 
biles being parked on the south side 
of Institution avenue between the 
railroad bridge and the boundary of 
the Women's Club. 

Alderman Bail in explaining the 
r.ew ordinances governing the charges 
for water answered a question put 
by Alderman Gordon concerning the 
probability of the water rate being 
lower. Mr. Bail said that many ex- 
penses confront the Water Depart- 
ment. A large number of new hy- 
drants are needed and a complete 
check of all the water-meters in the 
city must be made. The new rate at 
$2.25 each quarter as a minimum is 
$1.00 less for the full year. Mr. Bail 
commented that it is quite probable 
that in another year the rate may be 
reduced. 

An appropriation of $1535 was made 
to enable the city to take 32,000 
square feet of land adjoining the Em- 
erson School at Newton Upper Falls. 
This land will be used for a play- 
ground for the school children. Al- 
derman Temperley expressed his ap- 
preciation that the Mayor. School 
Committee and Aldermen had event- 
ually consummated this taking of the 
land. For several years Mr. Temper- 
ley had endeavored to bring this ac- 
tiou about. 

A notice was received from the 
State Fire Marshal that I’usquule 
Lochiatta of rlSO Adams street, No- 
nantum. has tukeu an appeal from the 
action of the Board of Aldermen in 
grunting a permit to Nunzio Abete to 
build a 1-car garage ut 180 Adams 
street. 

A petition was received from l*ercy 
Kligmuu asking for a permit to erect 
a gasoline filling stutiou ut 456 Wa- 
tertown street, Newtonville.

The aldermen have made a wise choice in electing Mr. 
Albert D. Howlett to fill the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Alderman Mansfield. Mr. Howlett is exactly the type 
of a successful business man we need in City Hall, and we 
congratulate the city on the election of Mr. Howlett. 


As the state election draws near too much emphasis cannot 
be made on the repeal of the Baby Volstead law in this state. 
From Governor Allen down to the rank and file of the voters, 
come strong and logical arguments against the repeal, while 
on the other side we hear only the suggestion that in some 
unknown and unheard of manner the repeal of the law will 
bring about the repeal of the 18th amendment and the Fed- 
eral law thereunder. So called “wet” Republicans should 
give this matter far more than the usual consideration, as it 
is the action of this element in the electorate which will de- 
termine where the state stands on this important question. It 
is indeed the time when we should join in that state slogan: 
“God save the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.” 


There are four matters on the state ballot awaiting the de- 
termination of the voters. Many voters approach such ques- 
tions without much, if any, consideration, and many will omit 
any decision because of the lack of definite knowledge on their 
part. To such let us suggest that the action of the Legislature 
might point the way for a logical decision On these ques- 
tions the Legislature voted favorably on question 1. voted 
against questions 2 and 3, and made no recommendation on 
the future of the Elevated. 


In the closing hours of a political campaign one may expect 
a flood of all kinds of rumors regarding this or that candi- 
date. We trust our readers will not be misled during the next 
ten days by this kind of propaganda. 


The following statement in the inaugural address of Gov- 
ernor Allen merits the thoughtful consideration of every 
citizen. Governor Allen says: “I believe one of the gravest 
dangers which threatens us today is indifference in the ob- 
servance of law. Violation and evasion of law are a direct 
threat to the stability of our institutions and the permanence 
of our government. 

“The repeal of our State law providing for the enforcement 
of the Eighteenth Amendment to the Federal Constitution 
would not change the fundamental situation with regard to 
prohibition. The Federal Constitution rules. The repeal of 
the State Enforcement Act would be an open invitation and 
an incentive to violate the law. It would breed and nourish 
lawlessness, — lawlessness which spreads as a contagion to 
destroy all law.”

There la some criticism floating 
about town relative to the fact that 
the Newton High School hand was 
not permitted to perform Its march 
ing evolutions on the new football 
Held at the Dickinson Stadium when 
Newton High played Quincy High last 
Saturday. Neither was the Quincy 
hand allowed to "do its stuff" on the 
new gridiron. Undoubtedly the shoes 
of the youthful musicians would have 
caused fewer contusions and abrasions 
to the fresh turf on the new field 
than did the dented shoes of the foot 
I all players. But. the School Commit- 
tee was properly reluctant to allow 
the new field to he used at all this 
-eason for football, and Mr. Wilson, 
director of athletics at the High 
School, promised that the field would 
be used only for four football games, 
and for no other purpose, this autumn. 
So. in order to keep faith, the musical 
organizations were requested to keep 
off the new playing field. So. in the 
interest of harmony, other than musi 
cal, it is quite probable that the boys 
and girls who provide the musical 
entertainment at the football games 
will graciously accept the offside rul- 
ing as a concession to the young and 
fragile blades of grass. 

The Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. at great expense has printed 
and mailed to every registered voter 
in the State a pamphlet giving official 
information relative to measures 
which will he submitted to voters at 
the election on November 1. Undoubt- 
dly, you have carefully read the 
pamphlet received by you and are pre- 
pared to vote intelligently on the 
amendment *to the Constitution rela- 
tive to the apportionment of senatori- 
al. representative and councillor dis- 
tricts; on Question 2. which deals with 
the retention or the repeal of the Ba- 
by Volstead Act; on Question 3 which 
seeks to restrict the use of steel traps 
in capturing animals. 


Little sympathy will be wasted by 
many on those persons who were 
duped when they paid large sums of 
money for fake antique china and oth- 
er alleged "works of art". Art should 
be fostered, but it is not offering any 
special encouragement to young folks 
of today when the big prices are paid 
for art objects, furniture and such ar- 
ticles merely because they are old. It 
isn’t any consolation to young artists 
or artisans to believe that their prod- 
ucts may bring big prices a few cen- 
turies hence. If persons who spend 
fortunes to acquire real or alleged an- 
tiques. just to have something to “ex- 
hibit” to their friends, would give the 
money so spent to hospitals, orphan- 
ages or homes for the aged, they 
would be accomplishing some real 
good.

LEAGUE LEAD AT 

STAKE TOMORROW 

Tomorrow afternoon on the now 
gridiron at Dickinson Stadium, New- 
tonvllle, Newton high will meet Som 
erville High in a Suburban lengue 
football game upon the outcome of 
which depends the league leadership. 
At Russell Field, Cambridge, in an- 
other league encounter Kludge will 
be entertaining the smoothly travel- 
ing Brookline eleven. Somerville high, 
1929 title holders, are defending their 
championship which seems like a dif- 
ficult task at the present time. 

To date Newton is leading the 
lengue with one victory and one tie 
for a total of three points In Its two 
games against Everett and Cambridge 
Latin. Somerville, Brookline, Rindge 
and Everett each have two points 
with the first two named having de- 
feated Cambridge Latin and Everett, 
respectively, in their sole league en- 
counters while Rindge has won from 
Cambridge and lost to Everett and 
Everett has won from Rindge and lost 
to both Newton and Brookline. Cam- 
bridge holds the cellar berth with two 
defeats and one tie in its three league 
starts. 

The results of tomorrow’s games 
may have a decided bearing on the 
ultimate resting place of the 1930 ti- 
tle. Newton must win tomorrow in 
order to prevent the winner of the 
Brookline-Rindge contest taking the 
lead while a tie game would put New- 
ton in a top tie with the victor at 
Rindge. Newton, Brookline and Som- 
erville have yet to taste defeat in a 
league game and with Rindge having 
lost but once these four teams have 
the opportunity to win the title. To 
stay in the running Rindge must 
knock off Brookline. The victor at 
Newtonvllle will still be very much 
in the running while about the best 
the loser can hope for is a tie at the 
end of the season. 

Newton’s lineup will probably be 
the same ns that against Quincy last 
Saturday with one possible exception. 
At quarterback Coach Sullivan has 
not yet decided ns to whether Warren 
Huston, sophomore flash, or Captain 
Harold Strombom will start. While 
Huston is a better ball carrier and a 
better defensive back than the # New- 
ton captain the latter is the* best 
blocking back on the orange and 
black squad. In the games to date 
the lack of a capable blocking back 
has been a decided handicap and with 
Strombom cleaning out for the ball- 
carriers It is hoped that the offence 
will click in better fashion. It has 
been but rarely that the Newton backs 
have gotten far enough past the line 
of scrimmage to get going. 

With Elrod and Shorten at the half- 
back posts New’ton has two nioe run- 
ning backs either one of whom is apt 
to get loose if given even the slight- 
est opportunity. Shorten has devel- 
oped considerably as a ball-carrier 
since the early part of the season 
and Somerville cannot afford to focus 
its attention to much on Elrod and 
let Shorten go unwatched. With Ber- 
nard Litchfield at fullback Newton has 
the best defensive back and nlso one 
of the most capable' line-plungers and 
forward pass receivers in this section, 
Newton’s opponents would have hung 
up a far greater number of first downs 
but for Litchfield’s backing up the line 
where he has made tackle after 
tackle. 

Newton’s line will probably remain 
the same with Perkins and Bruen on 
the ends, Gowell and Butler at the 
tackles, Vasalotti and Gillian at the 
guard position- and Patterson at cen- 
tre.

Buildings Commissioner shall, and In 
the case of corner lots with the ap- 
proval of the Board of Aldermen ob- 
tained in accordance with the proce- 
dure under Section 576, upon applica- 
tion grant to the owner of such a 
parcel a permit for the construction, 
alteration, enlargement, extension or 
reconstruction of a building thereon 
in conformity with all other provisions 
of law or of the ordinances of the City 
of Newton, and with the provisions of 
this ordinance relating to area and set 
back lines so far as they may be en- 
forced without depriving the owner of 
tlie beneficial use of said parcel; and 
it shall be lawful for such owner to 
construct, enlarge, extend or recon- 
struct. and to maintain, such build- 
ing in accordance with such permit.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 


The resolution pnsHed by tin* Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor advocating 
the modification of the Volstead A^t, 
so that 2.75% beer may be manufac- 
tured and sold, should cause little ap- 
prehension to persons who believe in 
prohibition. This action on the part 
of the leaders of the A. F. of L. was a 
very foeble gesture which will bring 
no satisfaction to the members of that 
organization who desire beer and light 
wines. 

The leaders of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor ought to know — and 
probably do know, that 2.75% beer 
would he relished by men who want 
real beer just about as much as is 
the so cnlled "near beer” now legal 
and which contains % of 1% alcohol. 
Men who want beer want malt liquor 
that has a kick, and a beverage which 
has tills quality must contain at least 
4% alcohol. The 2.75% beer favored 
by the A. F. of L. resolution would 
have about as much kick as a para- 
lyzed frog, and would be no more pop- 
ular in the future than it was in pre- 
prohibition days, when it was known 
as “Uno Beer.” 


Up in Fitchburg the Simonds Saw 
Company is going to have erected a 
huge building for manufacturing pur- 
poses. It will cover several acres of 
land and will have solid walls. It will 
have neither windows nor skylights. 
There are some hous.es in this city 
containing radio sets which are oper- 
ated from the rising of the sun until 
midnight. Persons residing near such 
houses would appreciate if these 
homes had been constructed along the 
plans of the proposed factory at Fitch- 
burg. 


In the past five years there have 
been but two deaths from diphtheria 
in the City of Newton. This enviable 
record is due in no small degree to 
the skill and fidelity of Dr. Arthur 
Hudson, bacteriologist for this city. He 
is one of those rare men who reach an 
advanced age without any dimming of 
their mental faculties and at 84 years 
he continues to render faithful and ef- 
ficient service to the people of Newton. 
For forty years he has been associa- 
ted with the Health Department of 
Newton at a salary incommensurate 
tor thework performed. In the pursuit 
of his duties Dr. Hudson would come 
to his laboratory nights, Sundays or 
at any time when his assistance was 
needed. Residents of Newton should 
appreciate the long and faithful serv- 
ice of this grand old man. 


This is the season when persons get 
exercise by raking the fallen leaves 
off their lawns.

Because If you 
are responsible for a smoky bonfire, 
some irate neighbor may telephone 
the police or fire department and you 
will get into trouble.

A NEW INDOOR SPORT FOR WET. 
DAYS AND WINTER

matter of fact. Indoor Archery means 
a whale of a lot more. But the ig- 
noble name may help you to realize 
it — in some obscure freak of a men- 
tal way: — just through having of lute 
heard somewhat of another Tom for 
outdoor use. 

All through the Middle West and 
on the Northwest Coast, Indoor Arch- 
ery Is spreading wide and handsome, 
wo are told. Men and women alike are 
shooting fervently thereby, in base- 
niont spaces, empty warehouses, gyms 
of course, armories, even in big school 
auditoriums. (In one state university 
they commandeered two of the howl- 
ing alleys!). Wherever they could got 
25 or more yards straightaway for a 
range. 

They uso their outdoor outfits, tar- 
gets excepted. In fact, it becomes a 
perfect kindergarten for tlie follow- 
ing-summer range! I’m told that the 
present National Champion — a Michi- 
gander — owes his rise not u little to 
just such winter practice. 

The mailt difference is, for obvious 
reasons the short-range target is only 
one third natural size, ranges being 
measured by feet in place of yards: 
and you can make your hullseye "gold” 
of quarter-dollar size, if you so wish.

tuition, and greater social poise who - 
le even up that balance. It is pre-emi- 
nently a social sport for grown-ups.

Moreover: — probably you don t 
know — or have forgotten — (to he diplo- 
matic!) that your long-bow gives you 
at any ago exactly the appropriate ex- 
ercise for that age to keep every work- 
ing muscle in your body built up and 
tit.

You 
know seconds ahead if it is going to 
make a high score for you! Also— if 
it isn’t! And all the time you are sub- 
conscious that your winter practice is 
fitting you to make a fine showing at 
any summer clubs that may sprtng 
up around you later on: down on the 
Cape, in the Mountains, why. you can 
have a club of your own. just you!— 
and if any other archer sojourns with- 
in miles of you he’ll promptly head 
your way for fraternity. There is more 
spirit of comradeship in Archery than 
would stock all the baseball leagues 
in the country! 

Expense? Not great, as pleasures 
go. and health thrown in for double 
measure. Your novice how could he 
hail for $6.00: your dozen arrows for 
$10. Your glove und arm-guard you 
could Improvise yourself: and of 
course a target, to be shared with oth- 
er:* That outfit should last you for 
some venrs if well selected: und then 
lie salable to another novitiate.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

V By L. D. G« BENTLEY 


Not Infrequently reference Is made 
to changes In the public taste. Writers 
on timely topics often discuss the rea- 
sons for the fickle mind of the pres- 
ent populutiorf of our great country. 
Say what you will there’s one tiling 
that seems to have ns strong n hold 
on the imagination ns It did years 
ago and that is an exposition, exhibi- 
tion or fair. Only this month has it 
been proved by several of these, in- 
cluding the radio show, industrial dis- 
play and exhibition of State activities. 
The latter was free, but even those 
where a substantial admission was 
charged drew many thousands of pa- 
t rons. 

Now then here is a form of enter- 
tainment that appears to have held 
its character for generations. I might 
have included the county fair but 
that is not ordinarily accessible to 
city dwellers, although it is popular 
with them and would be liberally pa- 
tronized if not so far away from big- 
ger cities. 

As a youngster one of the annual 
privileges that came to me was a vis- 
it to the Mechanics Fair. Here was 
an arrangement of exhibits that took 
in a lot of interesting things. Each 
year the scope seems to widen and 
not only things mechanical were dis- 
played but food in various forms. 
When a group of boys were allowed 
to attend by their parents they did 
their very best to gather In as many 
samples as they could. There was 
marked . competition to see who could 
accumulate cards, advertising matter 
and, more desirable than all. free 
samples of food, confectionery and 
the like. 

The successor to the Mechanics 
Fair was the food fair and this was 
even more productive of free samples. 
Tiie Idea was to provide yourself 
with a large paper bag, also obtained 
for nothing, ami fill it with as many 
gifts from generous exhibitors as pos- 
sible. The boy who was really indus- 
trious always managed to come home 
with a bagful and some overflow in 
his pockets. 

We are still strong for expositions 
and equally keen to secure samples. 
But expositions nowadays are not 
spilling gifts with the free hand of 
bygone years and yet they are crowd- 
ed. When the State of Massachusetts 
voted that an exposition of State ac- 
tivities should b« a part of the ter- 
centenary celebration it had no ides 
that 650, U00 men, women aiul chil- 
dren would attend. The figures at the 
other exhibitions were corresponding- 
ly large. All in all, there is no doubt 
that whatever is offered for inspection 
we as a body of human beings still 
like to stop, look and listen when we 
get a chance. The only trouble is we 
do not recognize the necessity of this 
state of mind when there is danger 
such as grade crossings, but if we did 
we wouldn’t be what we are. 


Talk about the long hoped-for rain 
— did you observe that it came the 
day folloing proclamations by Gov- 
ernors of several States directing the 
closing of the woodlands? Maybe it 
takes a Governor’s proclamation to 
make it lain. I had never thought 
of that before, but I a in told that it 
works pretty well. At least in Massa- 
chusetts we find that almost invaria- 
bly tliis official document lias only to 
he published than the skies above 
send forth a generous amount of pre- 
cipitat ion. 

There may be several reasons for 
this. Possibly a chief executive re- 
frains from ordering citizens from the 
woods until he is absolutely forced 
to by the presence of forest fires. On 
the other hand, we may he receiving 
a lesson in the fallibility of man- 
proof that no matter what men may 
say or do they cannot out-guess the 
weather. 

If it is proved a fact that such 
proclamations have brought rain in 
Massachusetts I trust it will not be 
made a political is?me. Of course the 
Republicans can point out that their 
Governors have been responsible for 
tiie ending of more drouths by procla- 
mations than the Democrats. But that 
is hardly fair since the State has had 
many more Republicans than it has 
Democratic Governors. The “wet” 
and “dry” issue can scarcely be ap- 
plied either for, as I read the speech- 
es of candidates and their orators, the 
Democratic party is not the one that 
would have more water among the 
residents of the Conymm wealth. I don’t 
suppose they have objection to rain 
—b«t, there I go getting into politics. 
That is what 1 wish to avoid and if 
I have called your attention to a sure 
method of working-up the elements 
into a good rainstorm then I am sat- 
isfied as I know everybody else is. 

Anothor resident of Newton has 
been honored in the State service. 
Arthur 1). Weston, whose home is on 
niuckstone terrace, Ward 7. is to bo 
(lie chief engineer of tiie State De- 
partment of Health, which means that 
be Is to be head of the division which 
supervises the water supply of the en- 
tire State. He will succeed X. II. 
Goodnougli whose name is familiar as 
one of tiie leading water supply en- 
gineers and experts of Massachusetts. 

The selection of Mr. Weston, bear 
in mind, is not u political appoint- 
ment. He was chosen because of his 
eminent fitness of the place. As State 
Health Commissioner Bigelow lias 
Hiblicly declared, "The department is 
fortunate (o have Mr. Weston’s serv- 
ires available." Sp&iklug of Mr. Wes- 
ton’s work for tiie State. Dr. Bigelow 
said that it began in 1905 and has 
been continuous except for the inter- 
ruption caused by Mr. Weston’s serv- 
ice in the World War. 

Dr. Bigelow declares that Mr. Wes 
ton’s intensive labors as principal as- 
sistant to Mr. Goodnougli have given 
him "wide, practical experience with 
the sunitary problems ail over the 
State, as well as intimate contact with 
tiie wide variety of matters in this 
field, which in the next few years 
will be presented for solution.” 

Two tilings occur to me about the 
promotion of Mr. Weston which will 
interest those who never before heard 
of him. He eurned his college train 


ing which demanded hard work and 
perseverance. These rjarr.c qualities 
characterized ids service ns a State 
employe. A third point that presents 
itself is i ecngnltion of his merit by 
the Commonwealth. When you find 
such a combination you are certain to 
be satisfied that Massachusetts has 
tiie right system for turning-out the 
highest type of public officials. 

No douot those who oppose tiie sug- 
gestion that tiie city construct a con- 
venience station on the land formerly 
occupied by the engine house on 
Washington street, Nonantum square, 
have their reasons for frowning up- 
on tiie idea. Still, it seems to me 
a trifle selfish. There are thousands 
passing through this part of the city 
every day for whom some considera- 
tion should bo shown. The problem 
is common to large cities and lias 
been adequately met in most of them. 

I suppose the fact that people from 
out of town will derive more benefit 
than Newton citizens is the principal 
argument of the opponents. Again that 
strikes me as a trifle narrow. Of 
course the need of such a station can- 
not lie questioned. I suppose its 
presence is the chief objection, hut I 
doubt if it will not lie less offensive 
in reality than in Imagination. A 
growing city such as Newton lias 
proved to lie. must be broad in its 
policy towards those who merely pass 
through it. Boston, for instance, must 
provide mapy things for the entire 
Metropolitan district and foot all the 
bills. 

The area of vacant land made avail- 
aide by the removal of tiie old engine 
house is not large enough for parking. 
If there is a possibility of tiie cutting 
through of a street from the end of 
Hall street through to Washington 
street it seems to me most remote. 
Such a thoroughfare might help the 
traffic congestion problem but I have 
an idea that the cost would be pro- 
hibitive. I hope that the special 
committee which has been called up- 
on to advise the city fathers will rec- 
ommend a convenience station. 

“What’s all this 15 days of grace 
mean?" asked a Newton citizen as he 
gazed at his State income tax hill. 
"It says here that it is due October 
1. but that 1 have until the 15th to pay 
it before interest will be charged. 
I know what it means, but where did 
it originate?” 

Nobody would tell him right off 
the bat. Several of them said they 
would try nnd find out to satisfy his 
and their curiosity. I happened to be 
one of the more inquisitive so I went 
to a high taxation official and asked 
him. 

"Be glad you're living in Massachu- 
setts.” lie began. I thought, of course, 
that he was going to preach about 
the value received by a citizen of our 
commonwealth for the amount of 
taxes he was called upon to pay. But 
that was not it. 

“This dates back to the days of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colonies.” the 
official went on. "It’s an old. old 
custom that was brought over from 
England. Back in the very early part 
of the seventeenth century, before the 
Pilgrims landed in Plymouth, the cus- 
tom was established in England. Lord 
Mansfield and a jury of London mer- 
chants passed on questions of busi- 
ness deals, banking, etc., and the very 
considerate idea of days of grace 
became a fact. As I understand it was 
a custom in business transactions in 
Italy long be fore. However, don’t 
pin nie down for too much historical 
data. All I know is that tiie found- 
ers of Massachusetts put the idea in- 
to operation when they established 
the colonies here and it has always 
beeu the custom since to give money 
borrowers, taxpayers, etc., anywhere 
from three to thirty days of grace.” 

I thanked him fo rthe explanation 
and was about to leave when lie add- 
ed, “And remember what I said, ‘Be 
glad you’re living In Massachusetts." 

In reply I made some feeble joke 
about endeavoring to he a Pollyanna 
over my native State. 

“No kidding,” suid he. “I want you 
to know that other States say our 
commonwealth Is an old fogey for 
hanging on to such an ancient custom. 
They are dropping it in business and 
in relation to tax and water bills.” 

"Why so?” I asked. 

"Because their idea is that if money 
is due on a certain date it should bo 
paid on that date," lie replied. 

I wanted to spring a pun so I said. 
"Not so graceful as our way in Mas- 
sachusetts." 

"Not if you happen to owe tiie 
money.” said he, giving me an inquir- 
ing look which I felt was equivalent 
to asking me if I had paid my 1930 
Income tax bill.

ADOPTION DISCUSSED 
BY CENTRAL COUNCIL 

A great deal was learned about ba- 
bies of every sort, well nnd ill, legiti- 
mate and illegitimate, "regular" and 
adopted, at the first meeting of the 
Welfare Conference held under the 
auspices of tiie *Newton Central Coun- 
cil at the Peabody Home Tea Room on 
Wednesday noon, October 15. 

Mrs. Malcolm P. Bail, the new chair- 
man of the Conference, presided. The 
speakers wore Dr. and Mrs. Robert D 
Curtis of Newton Centre, who told of 
their unique work in arranging for 
the adoption of babies, chiefly illegiti- 
mate, in n manner which would work 
for the benefit of the babies, their 
mothers, and their adopted parents. 

Dr. Curtis, a noted child-specialist 
of Boston, and Mrs. Curtis, a trained 
social worker, happened on the need, 
which, characteristically, they imme- 
diately tried to meet. Seven or eight 
years ago there was a baby in the Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital, a little 
spider in appearance, hut with a dev- 
astating smile which always won him 
fi tends. He had no home or pi o ipei j 
of one, however, and so tiie Curtises 
took him to theirs until they could 
find the right people to become his 
parents. One baby leads to another 
and the Curtis family soon found them- 
selves a social agency for bringing 
about adoptions of a particular sort. 
They chose children of English-speak- 
ing parents of the more intelligent 
type, normal and healthy, because the 
families wanting c hildren were seek- 
ing this sort, and they could thus fit 
the right children and parents to- 
gether. 

One great point made by the Cur- 
tises was that children are individuals 
fiom the very beginning, and that it 
takes someone who knows the babies 
and is also equipped to investigate the 
proposed home to dovetail the two. 
For example, if a child’s inheritance 
is musical the placement worker tries 
to find a home where the parents are 
interested in music. 

Always there are more parents want- 
ing babies than there are babies, but 
this is not altogether a disadvantage 
because it makes it possible to fit the 
family to the baby. It Is often pathet- 
ic, Dr. Curtis said, to see the eager- 
ness with which the babies am '« « 1 - 
comed into their new homes. Grand- 
parents share tiie enthusiasm, ana are 
as doting as any other grandparents. 
One adopted child is hardly ever suf- 
ficient. The parents want another, 
tiie only difficulty being to find a Mary 
who is good enough to be a sister to 
their Jimmy. 

Homes to receive babies are investi- 
gated not only along the more obvious 
lines, but as to such questions as the 
educational facilities which can be of- 
fered to the children, whether the par- 
ents are happily married and the like, 
questions the Curtises have particular 
opportunities to check. Babies must 
always live a year in the home of the 
foster parents and their well-being in 
their new home he assured, before the 
adoption is consummated. This point 
Mrs. Curtis emphasized as of especial 
importance. She felt the lack of such 
precaution partly explained the skep- 
ticism of many social agencies in re- 
gard to adoptions. 

While listening to Dr. Curtis one 
began to wonder how two persons 
could provide a home for so many 
babies and bear the expense of their 
maintenance. The answer is that Mrs. 
Curtis finds boarding homes for most 
of the babies, t bat t lie expenses are 
not heavy, and that those who adopt 
children give a voluntary contribution 
for the care of tiie next baby which 
comes along. Both Dr. and Mrs. Cur- 
tis give their services to the cause, and 
this means a great deal for busy and 
skilled persons. Advised by the State 
not to incorporate for tiie present, a 
a board of directors made up of rep- 
resentative persons in the community 
has been formed to whom the Curtises 
report statistics of the work, an ac- 
count of the money received, nnd the 
manner in which it lias been spent. 

Most persons would lie astonished 
at the type of mothers whose children 
are subjects for adoption through the 
arrangements of Dr. and Mrs. Curtis. 
Almost all the children are illegiti- 
mate, but they are not subnormal in 
any way, nor are the mothers. Dr. 
Curtis does not believe that the 
younger generation is going to the 
dogs, although lie comes in contact 
with unmarried mothers of a very in- 
ti lligent sort, school teachers, secre- 
taries, art students, interior decora- 
tors and what-not, even a college dean 
of women. They average from 23 to 
2G years of age and are a very inde- 
pendent lot of young women, often 
with means. They decide against abor- 
tion through principle and not through 
helplessness: Quite often the fathers, 
who also come from the well-to-do 
classes, wish to marry the mothers of 
their children, but the situation brings 
about a peculiar reaction on the part 
ot the young women. They often re- 
fuse even to see the man, and prefer 
to continue their professional or inde- 
pendent lives to marrying him. 

Tiie interested listeners had a good 
many questions to ask Mrs. Curtis, 
who conducted the discussion, such as: 
"Do you advise the adopted parents 
of a child to tell him at the beginning 
that he is adopted?" The answer was: 
"Yes. He is almost sure to know in 
tiie end and it is much better that he 
should in the beginning.'* Some out- 
standing failures in adoptions seem 
to have come about because of keep- 
ing the fact a secret until the child 
was well nloufc in school. It is easy 
to tell a child iu a tactful way. Mrs. 
Curtis said, which will make him feel 
quite happy about it. "What age do 
parents usually want tiie adopted chil- 
dren to be?" was another question. 
"They want new-born babies almost 
always, and it is natural. Tiny ba- 
bies often look strikingly like their 
adopted parents, no one knows why, 
nnd of course act like them." 

Mis. Nellie S. Smith. Superintendent 
of the Peabody Home, told some very 
important facts about the Home, es 
pccially emphasizing tiie fact that al- 
though at first the Home only received 
straight orthopedic cases, they are 
now taking all kinds of cases which 
cun lie benefited by light-treatment, for 
which the Hospital is famous, and 
with which it lias been markedly suc- 
cessful. Education is one of the great 
problems, ««md is carried on for those 
hildren who cannot get ubout largely 
by volunteers. Anticipating quest ious 
frequently usked, Mrs. Smith said (hat 
uo charge whatsoever was made for 
treatment at the Home, although vol-

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE 
CONSTITUTION. 

(State-wide) 

Shall an amendment to the constitution 
relative to the apportionment of sen- 
atorial, representative and councillor dis- 
tricts, further described as follows: 

The proposed amendment of the Con- 
stitution provides for the annulment of 
Article XXI of tin- Articles of Amend- 
ment of the Constitution and the substi- 
tution therefor of a new Article XXI, and 
for the annulment of Article XXII of the 
Articles of Amendment of the Constitu- 
tion and the substitution ’therefor of a 
new Article XXII. The proposed amend- 
ment embodies in substance the follow- 
ing changes in and additions to said 
Articles XXI and XXII: 

1. In proposed Article XX F, towns of 
twelve thousand inhabitants or more may 
he divided in forming representative dis- 
tricts. No precincts, however, in such 
towns may he divided. In taking the 
census the special enumeration of legal 
voters shall specify the number resid- 
ing in each precinct of such towns. Un- 
der existing Amendment XX 1 no town 
may be divided and no specification of 
the number of voters in a precinct is re- 
quired. 

2. The division of a county Into repre- 
sentative districts and the apportionment 
of representatives to districts therein is 
to lie made by “The county commission- 
ers or other body acting as such or. in 
lieu thereof, such hoard of special com- 
missioners in each county as may for 
that purpose be provided by law, . . 
Under Article XXI as it now stands 
the division and apportionment is made 
by “The mayor and aldermen of the city 
of Boston, the county commissioners of 
other counties than Suffolk,— or In lieu 
of the mayor and aldermen of tin* city of 
Boston, or of the county commissioners 
in each county other than Suffolk, such 
hoard of special commissioners In each 
county, to he elected by the people of 
the county, or of the towns therein, as 
may for that purpose bo provided by law, 

The time for assembling of such 
commissioners, board or body for the 
purpose of making such division and 
apportionment Is also changed, from the 
(list Tuesday of August next after each 
assignment by the Legislature of the 
number of representatives to each county, 


to a time within thirty days after cer- 
tification by the Secretary of the f'nm- 
mtiinvealth to such commissioners, hoard 
or body of the number so assigned, or 
within such other period as the General 
Court may by law provide. 

3. Under the proposed Article, each 
special enumeration shall be the bay's 
for determining the districts, senatorial, 
representative and councillor, for the ten- 
year period beginning in the fourth Jan- 
uary following said special enumeration 
and the present division of districts Is 
to remain In effect until January. 1939. 
Under the existing amendments the ten- 
year period is the period between the 
taking of each census. (Thus, the next 
redl vision based upon the next census 
In 1935 would, under the proposed Arti- 
cles, affect those elected In 1938 to hold 
office beginning in January, 1939, Instead 
of n fleeting those elected In 1936 to hold 
office beginning In January, 1937. Under 
existing amendments representation of 
newly created districts begins in Jan- 
uary of the second year after each ten- 
year census, whereas under the proposed 
article it would begin in January of the 
fourth year thereafter.) The number of 
representatives (240). senators (40), and 
councillors (8) is not changed. 

4- The Legislature may limit the time 
within which a division of representative, 
councillor or senatorial districts mav he 
questioned by judicial proceedings. The 
existing amendments contain no provi- 
sion that itself limits or authorizes the 
Legislature to limit such time, 
which received In a Joint 
session of the two Houses 
held May 17. 1928, 182 votes 
in the affirmative and 48 
in the negative, and at a 
joint session of the two 
Houses held May 26. 1930, 
received 155 votes in the 
affirmative and 83 in the 
negative, lie npproved?

Then the cheer 
they sent up showed the severe ten- 
sion under which they had been labor- 
ing. 

There were three hundred Girl 
Scouts together in this crisis and 
every one put her scouting into prac- 
tice. Surely these girls were living 
Girl Scouting and the leaders may 
well be proud of them. Living Scout- 
ing is what really counts. 

Mrs. Moseley said, “It is practicing 
Girl Scouting that means so much to 
a community." She spoke of what a 
great privilege it is to have anything 
to do with scouting and how proud one 
should be of being connected with the 
organization. She also stressed the 
high sense of honor and the spirit 
of friendliness which it creates, and 
begged the leaders to believe so deep- 
ly in this “the real Girl Scouting" that 
they will fairly radiate the feeling 
and make it contagious. The meet- 
ing was largely attended and was a 
very enthusiastic one.

At the business meeting the subject 
of increasing the State Forest Reser- 
vations by 50,000 acres was discussed, 
and the Club voted unanimously to 
give its influence so far as possible to 
the enlarging of the State Forest own- 
ership. 

The first paper of the morning was 
by Miss Margaret Haskell on “Vanish- 
ing Americans.” From a wealth of 
material she gave an account of early 
“Indian contacts in Massachusetts,” es- 
pecially those connected with the city 
of Newton, and told where tablets 
have been placed to mark events of 
the past. 

In proof of how up to date is this 
active club the next paper was a re- 
view by Miss Elizabeth Wells of the 
recently published “Tercentenary of 
Newton,” by Henry K. Rowe. Brief 
extracts from this book gave a very 
complete consecutive history of the 
last three hundred years of the City 
of Newton.

is needed. More money lias been spent 
this year than over before for street 
construction, sixty-six streets having 
been accepted against an average of 
twelve a year previously. Club mem- 
bers were privileged to ask questions 
after tlie Mayor’s talk, following which 
a rising vote of thanks was accorded 
him. 

At the close of the business session, 
Miss Eunice Harriet Avery, who is 
hack from her tenth trip abroad, 
brought to tlie Club an interpretation 
of world affairs in a lecture on ’Rus- 
sia— Moscow and Leningrad Today.” 
Miss Avery has always been interest- 
ed in Russia, having studied it for the 
last twenty-five years, but she said 
that she found travelling in Russia 
the most difficult feat, emotionally. 
She brought out the following facts: 
Russia is today the inevitable result 
of what Russia was before the murder 
of Czar Nicholas. Tlie Russian Revo- 
lution could only happen in Russia. 
The United States has l ?ss need to 
worry over Communism than ai y na- 
tion in the world. Through ambassa- 
dors and their wives, newspaper men, 
and the guides which the government 
provides for tourists, Miss Avery has 
gained an insight of the Russian situ- 
ation, and first-hand information, 
which she presents to her audience 
without reserve. The writings of Wil- 
liam H. Chamberlain, correspondent 
of the Christian Science Monitor, and 
Walter Durante of the New York 
Times are recommended by Miss Av- 
ery as giving the truth about affairs 
in Russia.

Argues Democracy A Failure In Address Before Newtonville 
Methodist Church Men’s Club

That democracy has failed to pro- 
duce a superior civilization as judged 
by our cultural attainments, educa- 
tional standards, or even the business 
success of the country, was main- 
tained by Professor Robert E. Rog- 
ers of M. I. T. in an address before 
the Claflin Club of the Newtonville 
Methodist Church last Friday evening. 
In a running fusillade of hyperbolic 
epigrams he called Democracy upon 
the carpet and gave her such an ex- 
coriation that every listener .was 
driven in Ills own mind to agree or 
to come to her defense. Little which 
is commonly regarded as most glori- 
ous in our attainments was left un- 
scathed. Yet when George W. Tay- 
lor, President of the Club, remarked, 
"I went farther with him than I ex- 
pected”, he was doubtless seconded in 
the minds of the majority of those 
who had listened to the searching ar- 
gument. Professor Rogers spoke in 
part somewhat as follows: 

Tlie phenomenal business prosperity 
of this country is not due, as gener- 
ally supposed, to our democratic so- 
ciety. It is due rather to the mental 
brilliance and efficiency of a few lead- 
ers than to mass intelligence. It has 
also been due to causes for which no 
man or system can claim credit. We 
have had the use of a great land 
whose marvelous natural resources 
had never before been exploited, while 
European peoples have been wresting 
their living from an old continent 
whose natural resources have been 
far Inferior to ours. 

Democracy has produced for us a 
government which Is only a partial 
success. Democracy may he a perfect, 
theory, but, when applied to govern- 
ment, it doesn’t work. The referen- 
dum and the eighteenth amendment 
ire examples Of its failures, because 
it has submitted to the masses ques- 
tions which can be well understood 
only by a select few. Since its wise 
founding, this country lias been en- 
gaged in tearing down the safeguards 
•created by our forefathers against 
blind mass opinion, which is hound 
to be inferior to that of the best 
minds. 

Democracy lias produced a people 
of inferior culture as shown by our 
mushy movies, our radios bearing 
forth poor music in the advertisement 
of unimportant products, and our 


"wood pulp" literature, so evident on 
almost every news stand. These show- 
our democratic attainments to be 
mediocre. # We invoke quantity rath- 
er than quality. "We have produced 
the greatest amount of literary gar- 
bage of any country in the world," 
and, "We have prodwed the greatest 
number of low grade films in the 
world.” said he. 

Professor Rogers was especially 
severe in his arraignment of democra- 
cy in education, and advocated as a 
remedy a return to eighteenth century 
ideals and methods. when college dis- 
cipline was severe and a college de- 
gree meant a man thoroughly trained 
Tor a certain purpose. He attributed 
much of failure in college life to a 
scattering of effort in preparatory 
schools, as well as to the mistaken 
notion that the world owes every boy 
with money and social standing a col- 
lege education. 

He explained his opposition to a 
state university on the ground that it 
would mean the lowering of college 
standards due to political pressure 
and would develop into a haven for 
those able to secure special favor from 
petty government officials, rather that 
for tlie boy or girl of intellectual bril- 
liancy and thin pocketbook. 

Professor Rogers defined the "Snob” 
ns one who sets for himself superior 
standards and sticks to them with de- 
termination. He defended him as 
against tlie individual with the "town 
meeting” type of mind. 

Following the address there wns a 
spirited discussion in which the Pro- 
fessor was asked to interpret what 
lie had said and in a few instances to 
defend his assertions. In every case 
he maintained his ground, even that 
the failure of the prohibitory law is 
a shining example of the failure of 
democratic government.

Referenda Explained By Speakers 
At Annual Meeting Of Civic Club 

Senator Hollis Discusses Apportionment. Baby Volstead Act, 
and Steel Traps — Rep. Baker Explains El Plans

The 27th annual meeting and dinner 
of the Newton Civic Club was held 
Friday night, October 24, at tlie Wood- 
land Golf Club. President Joseph B. 
Jamieson presided, tie told of the 
founding of the club in 1903. Any per- 
son who has been in Newton City Gov- 
ernment, or the School Committee Is 
eligible for membership in the club. 
Among the old timers present Friday 
night were Henry Tolmati who served 
as Alderman from 1891 to 1896; Alvin 
R. Bailey who was Councilman from 
Ward 1 in 1896; Dr. Fred M. Lowe 
who was Alderman from Ward 3 in 
1901; D. Fletcher Barber who was Al- 
derman from Ward 1 from 1902 to 
1904 and Charles A. Brown who rep- 
resented Ward 4 in the Board of Al- 
dermen ‘from 1900 to 1904. 

Mr. Jamieson explained that party 
lines are not drawn In the Civic Club, 
the purpose of the organization being 
to promote the welfare and proper 
development of the city of Newton. 
He paid a tribute to George M. Cox, 
former aldeiman. who died recently. 

The club unanimously elected as of- 
ficers for the coming year, Hon. 
Thomas Weston, presfdent; Philip S. 
Jamieson. Arthur Kendrick and Nor- 
man F. Pratt, executive committee; 
Frank M. Grant, secretary and treas- 
urer. 

The speakers of the evening were 
Senator Arthur W. Hollis and Repre- 
sentative William B. Baker. Mr. Hol- 
lis explained the referenda which will 
be voted on at the coming election 
on November 4. Question 1. the pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution 
relative to the apportionment of Sena- 
tors, Representatives and Councilors. 
Every 10 years the districts are reap- 
portioned to conform with census 
changes. The next State Census will 
be in 1935 and the new apportionment 
will not become effective until 1939. 
The proposed amendment is replete 
with technical language and perhaps 
will not he clearly understood by most 
voters. Mr. Hollis advised that the 
citizens vote “Yes” on jthis referen- 
dum. 

Question No. 2, which will be on 
the ballot as a result of initative peti- 
tion. simmers down according to Mr. 
Hollis, as to whether, or not one be- 
lieves In Prohibition. He stated, that 
in his opinion, this question can never 
lie properly settled until the extrem- 
ists both “Wet” and “Dry," are rele- 
gated to the background, and this will 
he quite a difficult task, because the 
extremists are too assertive *o be so 
eliminated. Mr. Hollis believes that 
the "Baby Volstead Act" should prop- 
erly he voted upon by the people rath- 
er than the Legislature, as it was 
made a law by a referendum vote of 
the people. Referring to the argument 
used by the "Drys." that to repeal the 
Baby Volstead Act. will take away 
from police officers in this State the 
right to arrest persons for the sale or 


illegal transportation of liquor. Mr. 
Hollis took issue with this argument 
by calling attention to the fact that 
not only police officials, but also May- 
ors and Aldermen in cities, and Select- 
men of towns will still have the right 
to arrest any person detected illegally 
selling or transporting intoxicating 
liquor: and such officers and officials 
will also retain the right to seize such 
liquor. This right is obtained from 
Section 75 of Chapter 138 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, which was enacted long 
before the Baby Volstead Act was 
passed. This section gives police, sher- 
iffs and their deputies, mayors, aider- 
men and selectmen, the authority to 
arrest without warrant persons found 
engaged in illegal liquor traffic. 

Mr. Hollis commented that he be- 
lieves the question of retaining or re- 
pealing the Baby Volstead Act should 
be settled by the people so that cam- 
paign issues for or against candidates 
on the prohibition issue will cease. 

Representative Baker stated that 
while the repeal of the Baby Volstead 
Act will not deprive officials of the 
power to arrest persons selling or 
transporting liquor illegally, it will re- 
move their authority to arrest for il- 
legally manufacturing liquor. 

On Question No. 3 which deals 
with the abolition of steel traps. Sen- 
ator Hollis stated that he had re- 
ceived more letters favoring this pro- 
posed law than on any other matter 
since he has been in the Legislature. 
But. lie had also received protests 
against this proposed law from farm- 
ers and bird lovers. The farmers 
claim that -the proviso in the proposed 
law, which would allow animals to be 
trapped within 50 feet of a farm 
building, or tilled land, is useless, as 
it will not be possible to trap the 
animals under such conditions. They 
are too wary and must be trapped near 
their dens. Bird lovers contend that 
if the referendum passes, it will so in- 
crease the number of predatory small 
animals that there will be a corre- 
sponding decrease in song birds which 
will fall victims to the animals. 

Representative Baker discussed the 
problem of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way at considerable length. He stated 
it is the most difficult matter which 
has come before him during either his

SOMERVILLE WINS 

TO TIE FOR LEAD 

Somerville High defeated Newton 
high 7 to 0 on Dickinson Stadium field 
on Monday afternoon to topple New- 
ton from the Suburban league load 
and take its place in a tie with Brook 
line. The game was postponed from 
Saturday when attempting to play in 
the heavy rain would hnve torn up the 
new gridiron deplorably. The superi- 
ority of Somerville over Newton was 
far greater than the score indicates.

Elrod, aided 
by Strombom’s interfering, got away 
for a 30-yard jaunt but in shaking off 
a couple of tacklers was slowed down 
so that Lydon got across to bring him 
down from the side ns he was begin- 
ning to gather speed ngnin. Had he 
been able to get away from Lydon’s 
grip he might have been away for a 
touchdown. Newton’s ends. Bell and 
Bruen in particular, and the guards. 
Vasnlotti and Gulinn. got in some 
smashing tackles. Litchfield did yeo- 
man work in backing up the line. 

Somerville showed the fastest charg- 
ing line and the best offensive set of 
hacks that Newton has stacked up 
against this season. Lynch was con- 
tinually slanting off tackles for many 
gains. Jeremiah picked up a lot of 
yardage around the ends and nothing 
could stop Vitiello on line plunges 
when the Somerville forwards drove 
in so quickly. 

First Period 

Litchfield kicked off for Newton 
and Lydon gathered the hall in on 
his 15-yard line, running it back to 
the 35.

IMPORTANT FACTS 


The following extract from recent 
addresses of Col. Patrick H. Callahan 
of Kentucky, gives some important 
facts regarding prohibition: — 

The immediate matter before Massa- 
chusetts is the proposal to repeal its 
enforcement acts and I would like to 
point out to those people who are se- 
riously proposing this proposition just 
what happened in the states of New 
York and Montana who repealed their 
enforcement measures a few years 
ago. The first year of prohibition, 
1920, in the state of New York reduced 
rute from alcoholism from 8.2 in 1916 
to 1.8 in 1920, hut with the rcpeul of 
the Mullen-Gago Act this death rate 
increased in 192-1 to 5.2; in 1925 to 
6.1; in ’26 to 7.0; in ’27 to 7.1 and in 
’28 to 7.5. In Montana the first year 
of prohibition reduced their death 
rate from 24.8 in 1917 which was the 
all time record of all states to 1.8 in 
1920. Their enforcement law was only 
recently repeuled with a deuth rate 
that jumped immediately to 6.1 and in 
1927 to 8.1, while in 1928 there were no 
returns submitted by that state to 
the census bureau for reasons best 
known to themselves. 

In the event that you pass the pro- 
posed repeal, thero Is no way of escap- 
ing the fuel that you ure going to have 
Increased deaths uot only from alco- 
holism, hut from other diseases as 
well.

MAYOR RECOMMENDS PURCHASE 
OF CHAFFIN ESTATE 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen next Monday night a recom- 
mendation will be received from 
Mayor Weeks asking that $22,600 be 
appropriated to purchase from the 
Trustees of the Chaffin Educational 
Fund the Chaffin estate on Vernon 
street, Newton. The amount thus re- 
ceived by the trustees will be added 
to the fund which will be used for 
the purpose of affording higher educa- 
tion to deserving young men and 
women of this city who graduate from 
the Newton High School or from a 
school of similar grade. 

The trustees of the fund asked $25,- 
000 for the property. Real estate ex- 
perts requested by the Mayor to ap- 
praise the property placed the value 
nearer $20,000, so a compromise price 
was agreed upon. It is probable that 
the residence on the property will be 
converted into a Children’s Library and 
that the barn will be torn down. It 
is tbe hope of many residents of New- 
ton that the beautiful rose garden on 
the estate will he perpetuated by the 
city, not alone to furnish enjoyment 
to persons who find pleasure in view- 
ing roses in bloom, but also as a fit- 
ting memorial to John C. Chaffin who 
bequeathed his estate to the young 
people of this city.

When the State took over control of 
the Elevated, quite liberal provisions 
were made for the stockholders of 
the company. Dividends of S^c and 
7 c were specified for the two classes 
of preferred stock and 6% dividends 
were guaranteed holders of common 
stock. * 

Outlining the arguments for and 
against the three plans for the future 
of the Elevated. Mr. Baker first dealt 
with the proposition for the contin- 
uance of public control. Advocates 
of this plan argue that new rapid tran- 
sit routes are necessary which will 
cost over $50,000,000 and will entail 
an annual carrying charge of $2,000,- 
000. Through savings expected to he 
effected in service costs by the substi- 
tution of trains for surface cars in the 
new rapid transit extensions, an an- 
nual reduction of $600,000 is hoped to 
be made. By retiring much of the 
stock through exchanging it for bonds 
another saving of $1,200,000 is ex- 
pected to be made annually. These 
two economies will almost care for. the 
carrying charges of the proposed rapid 
transit extensions. 

The proponents for public owner- 
ship of the Elevated contend that this 
plan is the simplest and least costly. 
Those who oppose this plan argue that 
it would he a most expensive public 
activity which would bring S000 em- 
ployees under Civil Service. Civil Ser- 
vice. they hold to be beneficial to 
those enjoying its protection, but not 
efficient as “seniority" must be rec- 
ognized and frequently inefficient em- 
ployees must be retained. Under pub- 
lic ownership political pressure would 
be brought for more and more exten- 
sions in subways, demands could be 
made for the return of 5-cent fare 
units and the resultant deficits would 


While there has been considerable discussion this fall on the 
matter of prohibition, little has been said of the important 
question of the future of the Elevated road. It is a problem 
which has vexed several legislatures and the last one voted 
to submit the several propositions to the people of the Metro- 
politan district. There are three plans, one to return the 
road to the stockholders, one to continue the present plan of

replace cars. 


In conclusion Mr. Baker stated that 
our votes on the Elevated will not 
settle the matter anyway. The Leg- 
islature will not be bound to co-incide 
with the decision of the voters, but it 
is probable that should either of the 
three proposals obtain a large major- 
ity. such an evidence of the citizens’ 
wishes would have a determining ef- 
fect on the part of the Legislature, 
Representative Clarence Luitweiler 
expressed his appreciation of the II 
luminnting manner in which Mr. Baker 
had explained the Elevated situation 
and a rising vote of thanks was ac- 
corded the two speakers.

The Newton high football team will 
travel to Medford tomorrow afternoon 
where they will meet the Medford 
high school team on the Fulton street 
field at 2:30 o’clock. Neither team 
has an impressive record with the 
season half over although Medford 
stock wrh boosted considerably by its 
7 to o win over Salem on Monday. 
Ah there is considerable rivalry be- 
tween the two schools in all sports 
a huge crowd Is expocted to bo on 
hand. 

Medford has played six gnmes, win- 
ning three, losing two and tying one. 
Starting with a 6 to 0 win over Wake- 
field the Collins’ outfit was next 
turned buck by Brockton, 14 to 0 and 
the next week by Lynn English, un- 
defeated in six games, 6 to 0. Med- 
ford then got back on the winning 
path at the expense of Somerville. 
This was another 6 to 0 score with 
Medford recovering a Somerville fum- 
ble near the Intter’s goal line for the 
big break of the game. Medford next 
played a scoreless tie with Haverhill 
and last Monday produced a drive 
from mid field and a scoring punch on 
a forward pass to tally against Salem 
and upset all predictions. 

In its game this season Medford 
has continually shown a strong de- 
fense and has been able to penetrate 
deeply into the opponent’s territory 
on the offence. But many times op- 
portunities have been lost because of 
the lack of a scoring punch. New- 
ton. In similar fashion, has repeatedly 
tnken the ball on downs inside its own 
twenty yard line but has failed to 
take advantage of the few scoring 
opportunities offered except on two oc- 
casions.

CHURCHES TO CO-OPERATE 


The Lincoln Park Baptist Church 
and the Second Church in Newton, 
both of West Newton, are co-operat- 
ing in an evening service of worship 
at the Lincoln Park Baptist Church, 
7:45 o’clock each Sunday. 

Up until a few years ago the Lin- I 
coin Park Ghurch had always sup- 
ported an evening service but in the 
face of disheartening general condi- 
tions in the church and an especial 
drop in the evening attendance that 
service was discontinued. In the fall 
of 1929 the new pastor, the Rev. John 
Shade Franklin, re-opened the eve- 
ning service at the Lincoln Park 
Church.

ROTARY CLUB 


The Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs held 
a joint meeting on Tuesday at the 
Woodland Golf Club, over a hundred 
members being present at the usual 
luncheon. 

The guest and speaker was Dr. John 
Lovett Morse who gave an interesting 
talk on infantile paralysis. 

Dr. Morse said that the subject of 
infantile paralysis had been greatly 
exaggerated and compared the statis- 
tics of the board of health for 1928, 
where 1600 cases of measles with 
three deaths and 28 cases of infantile 
with but one death. The virus of the 
disease he said was so flue that it is 
beyond the power of the strongest mi- 
croscope and it would pass through 
a porcelain screen. The virus enters 
the body through the nose and only 
if the nasal mucous had been irrita- 
ted or injured. The virus attacks the 
nervous system and paralysis depends 
on what part of the nervous system is 
invaded. The disease is very slightly 
contagious and about 15% of cases re- 
cover. The doctor said that the best 
treatment is to put the paralyzed limb 
in a comfortable position and prevent 
contraction for at least six weeks. 

The Rotary Club golf committee re- 
ported that in the recent tournament, 
Newton won four prizes and Water- 
town two.

ABOUT TOWN

Tonight is Hallowe’en. Much gooa 
Matured fun will be enjoyed by the 
young folks who remain young. Un- 
fortunately. some young folks confuse 
fun with vandalism and use Hallow- 
e en as an opportunity to wreak sense- 
less and expensive damage to public 
property as well as to private prop- 
erty. Those who do this deserve pun- 
ishment. Newton lias been much less 
bothered by hoodluniism on Hallow- 
e’en in the past than have other com- 
munities. it is to he hoped that the 
record will he even improved this 
year. 


We salute Julius Rosenwald of Chi- 
cago. the man who built up tlie tre- 
mendous business known tlie country 
over as Sears. Roebuck & Company. 
Mr. Rosenwald's fortune is estimated 
to be worth between $300,000,000 and 
$400,000,000. He annually gives mil- 
lions of dollars for philanthropic pur- 
poses. But. it is not because of this 
that we commend Mr. Rosenwald. It 
is a statement he made the other day 
when interviewed at New Orleans 
which attracted us to him. Mr. Ros- 
enwald said, in referring to his tre- 
mendous success, that he attributes it 
to 95% luck, plus 5% hard work and 
common sense. He amplified this 
statement l-y saying — "I, never could 
understand the popular belief that 
because a man makes a lot of money, 
he lias a lot of brains. Some very 
rich men who have made their own 
fortunes, have been among the stupid- 
est men 1 ever met in my life.” 

Mr. Rosenwald is tlie first wealthy, 
self-made man we ever heard of to 
evidence such a viewpoint. He cer- 
tainly cannot he accused of egotism 
when he says — "Men are walking the 
streets today, financial failures, who 
have more brains and ability than l 
ever will have. I had the luck to 
get my opportunity. Their opportuni- 
ty never came. Don’t ever confuse 
wealth with brains.” 

Mr. Rosenwald’s statements will re- 
ceive the approval of the millions who 
believe they possess brains, hut who 
never acquired wealth, or even any- 
thing approximating wealth. His state- 
ments will not meet the approval of 
those captains of industry, colonels of 
finance and the like who derive sat- 
isfaction hv thinking that their suc- 
cess was caused because of infinitely 
superior mental equipment over their 
less successful fellows. Neither will 
Mr. Rosenwald's statement meet with 
the approval of those erudite gentle- 
men who teach the young that — "there 
is no such tiling us luck."

On Thursday, October 23rd, the 
Newton Community Club held its 
meeting in Underwood School Hall. 
During the business session the at- 
tention of the members was called to 
the Anti-Steel Trap movement. It 
was explained that the same law 
which is being presented to the vot- 
ers of Massachusetts Is In effect in 
Georgia and South Carolina. The pro- 
moters of this hill do not wish to 
abolish trapping, they merely wish to 
substitute an humane trap which will 
kill instantly the trapped animal or 
will take it alive, for the inhumane 
trap which takes the nnimal alive and 
allows It to suffer in the jaws of a 
steel trap. The point was brought out 
that whereas there are many laws 
concerning domestic animals there are 
no laws for the protection of the fur- 
bearing animal. 

The members of the Community 
Club and their guests, the foreign 
born women of Newton, were enter- 
tained by a most delightful pageant 
of shawls, entitled, "Romance of the 
Shawl" written by Katherine Parker 
Thore. With Mrs. George Owen at 
the piano, Mrs. Bruce Davis read the 
story of the shawl, and many members 
of the Club illustrated her reading, as 
the audience saw the shawl present- 
ed in ancient and oriental settings, 
then as worn in the British Isles and 
Spain. An amusing little sketch, en- 
titled ‘‘Arabella Tucker’s Sitting 
Room” was the final episode, given to 
acquaint the audience with the shawl 
as worn in 1870. 

Folowing the entertainment, re- 
freshments of Ice cream and cake 
were served, with Mrs. Ralph C. Em- 
ery, Mrs. Harry L. Dexter, Jr.. Mrs. 
Morris W. Dennison and Mrs. Edgar 
W. Hodgson, presiding at the tables. 

The beauty of the brilliant or dain- 
ty shawls, the setting and background 
of harmonious color, the interest of 
seeing their own members act, made 
a most pleasurable afternoon. From 
the moment that Mrs. Fernald stepped 
from behind the back curtain, with 
an air of mystery enhanced by the 
veil of true Egyptian secrecy, which 
partially covered her face, and stood 
in clever pose of Egyptian statue, 
while sparkle of silver shawl and 
shimmering black held attention, 
through the homey scene of old New 
England hospitality, the audience 
watched in keen interest and appre- 
ciation the unfolding of periods. Mrs. 
Gerrity as the swarthy, autocratic Ma- 
harajah presenting patronizingly a 
pearl necklace to the dancer, Miss 
Natalie Ham, and accepting the serv- 
ices of her slave who wielded fan, 
made very real the oriental episode. 
Queen Victoria kindly giving shawls 
that met with her approval to her 
two stately ladies in waiting, Mrs. 
Flnther and Mrs. Fitts, — whose dresH 
with tho amazingly trimmed yoke, 
made one wonder if ever such trimmed 
yokes were worn! — made interesting 
background for the excellent acting 
of Mrs. Maxim, dashing, swashbuck- 
ling pirate, who tossed aside in scorn 
the shawls the Queen disdained. Here, 
too, was a clever hit of acting on the 
part of Mrs. Wales who made a most 
typical presentation of the bent little 
Irish woman in drub shawl, weary and 
poor, and whose voice when she sang 
had just the correct "crack” at Its 
peak. In the Spunish episodo Car- 
menu, the dancer, Miss Frances Crow- 
ley, had as foil the heuutiful em- 
broidered shawls and bluck lace man- 
tillas and brilliant dresses. 

Mrs. Bartlett, as the dreary upple 
woman, folowed by little seven-year- 
old Miss June Mansfield, who was 
adoruhle in the little dress that but- 
toned up the hack, should have been 
nblo to atuy a few moments upon the 
stage in some part written for them 
to give the uudieuce u chance to ap- 
preciate them.

QNE THING AND ANOTHER 

By L. D. G. BENTLEY 


“What do you hear about the elec- 
tion next Tuesday?’’ 

My answer to that question, which 
seems to have been put to me fifty 
times a day, is “What don’t I hear!" 
Just to enumerate briefly: 

"Democrats are going to carry ev- 
erything!’’ 

"Republicans are sure of electing 
all their candidates”. 

"Allen is safe, but Butler’s chances 
are not so good". 

“Ely and Coolidge will win but the 
rest of th° Democratic ticket has no 
chance". 

“Butler’s friends are going to vote 
for Ely”. 

"The Boston Democrats will knife 
Ely and vote for Coolidge". 

"The Republicans are going to lose 
a lot of votes because of unemploy- 
ment and their stand In favor of pro- 
hibition". 

“The ‘drys’ nre all going to vote the 
Republican ticket regardless of party”. 

I pause at this point, although I 
could go on for an indefinite period. 
You see, everybody seems to have a 
different idea. Of course, a number 
of people may share the same idea or 
part of it. It seems to be a jumble 
from which almost any kind of calam- 
itous prediction may be had. 

It may he that I am dropping into 
i he class of those quoted above, but if 
the Republicans haven’t made a dis- 
tinct advance in the last days of the 
campaign I miss my guess. However, 
I am willing to acknowledge that 
much of it is guessing, but sometimes 
one guesses correctly. Certain it is 
that the howl against the Republican 
party has subsided immeasurably. Re- 
alizing that the election of a Demo- 
cratic ticket will not mean prosperity 
and work for everybody the day after 
election a lot of voters have decided 
they don’t want a change. Also the 
screech against the State’s law for 
enforcement of prohibition has died 
down considerably. Many "wet” sym- 
pathizers have begun to see that noth- 
ing is to be gained and instead many 
complications will arise by repeal of 
this statute. 

These things show that there is 
some thinking going on and thoughtful 
voters are the one hope of Massachu- 
setts. 


It was the source of much surprise 
to hear a Newton man declare that he 
guessed he would not vote next Tues- 
dal. He said lie had his own ideas and 
opinions but from the "way things 
were going" he preferred to keep them 
to himself. He further amazed me by 
saying that it was his privilege to 
remain away from the polls if he 
saw fit. Instead of trying to argue I 
sailed into him and told him that such 
:m attitude of mind as his was a pos 
itive menace to the community. And 
I insist that I am right. 

As citizens it is a plain duty to go 
to the polls and more than that w 
should have convictions and not hes- 
itate to express them. There is noth- 
ing more dangerous than permitting 
an opportunity to pass when questions 
are submitted to the voters for set 
tleinent. That is the whole purpose 
of the ballot. If we do not declare 
ourselves then we have no reason to 
complain. But we should take part 
in civic government even if our share 
is merely going into the voting booth 
and marking a ballot. 

This same man told me that as re- 
gards the three important State-wide 
questions on the ballot are matters 
that the Legislature should settle and 
not require the voters to bother 
themselves with a “yes" or no.” 
wonder if he and others of his kind 
really know why these three ques- 
tions are on th<> ballot. The first one 
is an amendment to our State consti- 
tution and must be submitted to the 
electorate. It has to do with the ap- 
portioning of Senatorial. Representa 
tive and Councillor districts and such 
apportioning is demanded. The Leg- 
islature went as far as it could but 
our form of representative government 
demands that the people also have 
a voice in this apportioning. 

The second question of repealing the 
State liquor law and the third ques- 
tion, that of abolishing the practice 
of using steel traps to capture fur- 
hearing animals, come before the vot- 
ers under the operation of the initia- 
tive and referendum petition to the 
State constitution. This latter amend- 
ment was put in the constitution by 
the Massachusetts Constitutional con- 
venion in 1917-18 and requires that a 
Bill not favorably acted upon by the 
General Court shall be submitted to 
the voters for decision. It Is too late 
to question the wisdom of this initia- 
tive and referendum amendment to the 
State constitution. It is part of our 
present form of Government and we 
must face it as we do any other civic 
problem. 

A fourth question will confront the 
voters In Newton and other cities and 
towns served by the Boston Elevated. 
In this the voters act merely in an ad- 
visory capacity. They nre asked to 
tell the Legislature, that it may be 
guided in its 1931 deliberations, wheth- 
er in their opinion the road should be 
run as at present, returned to private 
ownership or operated under public 
ownership. The Legislature doesn’t ap- 
pear to me to he dodging — it’s looking 
for suggestions. 

It is a failing with many of us, my- 
self included, to put off disagreeable 
tasks. The time comes when we must 
perform them. Those who dislike to 
vote, and I’m afraid there are quite a 
few such folks, must not expect other 
people to carry thfeir burdens for them, 
assuming that the right of suffrage is 
a burden. Although I think it wrong 
to approuch the hullot box as if one 
had been hounded into doing his duty 
it may be the feeling in some in- 
stances. Nevertheless, we should not 
miss an opportunity to vote if we wish 
to be known as true citizens of the 
United States. 

If you nre disposed to be critical of 
radio annouucers, and some of us uro. 

1 would respectfully suggest that you 
obtain the privilege of observing first 
huiui the presentation of a program 
or the directing of some important 
event that is broadcast. You will hes- 
itate, after that experience, to knock 


the man responsible for what goes on 
before the microphone. In the first 
place he must have a technical knowl- 
edge of the apparatus, which Is no 
small thing to possess. Secondly, he 
must have studied the psychology of 
the “great unseen audience” as we are 
often called. In short, a background 
is necessary, also a quick-working 
mind and a few other attainments. 

Professional people, called upon to 
perform before the "mike" can he han- 
dled more easily than those who are 
not paid. A singer or actor who has 
made I his or her life work will he 
eager to accept any suggestion from a 
studio director for it is essential that 
all the "tricks” be employed to make 
the broadcast a success. In other 
words it is a business proposition with 
the professional. 

Take the man not used to appear- 
ing before any kind of audience and 
see what he does. One of the first 
mistakes made 1 h the tendency to 
shout. "Talk as you would over the 
telephone", is a bit of advice that I 
have heard given. Still, some people 
yell when doing that anyway, so the 
suggestion is not infrequently value- 
less. 

The greatest difficulty encountered 
by beginners is to keep one’s nerves 
in check. The studio director will cau- 
tion a novice to be calm and will think 
he has soothed the speaker into a 
placid frame of mind. Almost invaria- 
bly, I am told, the novice gets all ex- 
cited and upset. The secret is— be nat- 
ural, or as the slang phrase puts it, 
"Be yourself." 



May I quote an expert broadcaster 
whom I asked to give Graphic readers 
his views: “The man who covers the 
inauguration of the Governor, the 
World’s Series or some other impor- 
tant event Is really not an announcer 
at all, although it is common practice, 
because of his general familiarity with 
the ‘mike’ and the reactions of his 
audience, to select one for the job. A 
man who undertakes to handle such 
an assignment should be primarily a 
good reporter. He must be able to 
take in all that is essential and color- 
ful a#d put it into plain, understand- 
able English. If he is a really good re- 
porter he will have sense enough to 
study whatever data on the subject he 
is to ‘cover’ beforehand and, in most 
cases, provide himself with material 
it would he difficult to carry in one’s 
head, with which to maintain the in- 
terest of the listener when there is a 
temporary lull in the action before 
him. 

’I should say that the voice of the 
announcer-reporter is about the least 
important qualification, despite the 
common delusion that the ’voice with 
the smile’ is the only one that has a 
chance of success. One of the best 
men at this kind of announcing I ever 
heard had a harsh, nasal raspy voice 
that would send the shivers up and 
down your back if you weren’t too in- 
terested in listening to what he had 
to say. But the way he could paint a 
word picture of a championship prize 
fight was art itself. On the other 
hand I know of an announcer who ac- 
tually knows very little about most of 
the events he is assigned to broadcast 
and covers up by smothering the lis- 
tener with more words than Webster 
would know what to do with. He 
prides himself that his voice has ‘good 
timbre’, timbre being a favorite word 
with him, and maybe he’s right. A lot 
of people think he is a wonder but 
he doesn't fool those who know their 
stuff. 

"All other things being equal, there 
is one thing that anyone should avoid, 
whether he is speaking over the radio, 
or while he’s got you by the coat 
lapels, and that is conceit. If there is 
anything that causes quicker expan- 
sion of the cranium than the con- 
sciousness of ’one’s public’ among 
radio announcers, I don’t know what 
it is. And it gets over to the listener 
in no time. Dulcet tones and a sachet- 
ing manner may go with high pressure 
salesmanship, but they won’t hold a 
radio audience if there is an ordinary 
human being announcing on the next 
station". 

By silent argument alone have I 
been won to the ranks of those who 
believe we should have a new City 
Hall. The other day I made a trip to 
West Newton for the purpose of calling 
upon friends at City Hall and before I 
had been there any length of time I 
wondered how it was possible for these 
officials to conduct business in such 
small quarters. The story of my im- 
pressions is no different from yours. 
You know the several groups of stairs 
that one must mount and the many 
twists and turns you are forced to take 
to make your way to this or that of- 
fice. 

There seemed to be no room in any 
of the offices. Desks and files and oth- 
necessarv equipment seemed 
jammed together. It is no harm to 
have every bit of available space oc- 
cupied, but when conditions are plain- 
ly cramped that is quite another story. 
The same is true of our police head- 
quarters and courtroom. Everything 
is so cut-up. Doors everywhere open- 
ing into the most unexpected places. 

It is ail very quaint but not business 
like. The modern method of conduct- 
ing business in an office is to do away 
with closet-like rooms and arrange 
desks so that the head of the depart- 
ment may observe all that is goijig. 
Light is a big factor and Newton 
municipal buildings are dingy a n d

STILL REMAINS 

Despite the loss of Its Suburban 
league encounter to Somerville on 
Monday, Newton still has an almost 
even chance of ending the season 
in a tie for the championship. The 
league race has Ironed Itself out Into 
a race between Somerville, 192!) title- 
holders, and Brookline with Newton 
still hanging on and Everett, Kindge 
and Cambridge Latin out of the run- 
ning. At present Brookline and Som- 
erville are tied for the lead, each hav- 
ing won two games In two starts.

Europeans call us “dollar chasers,” 
“mass product ionists.” “materialists” 
—that we subordinate art. science and 
the litter things of life to our great 
god, “Profit.” 

We ore an energetic nation, no ques- 
tion about it. and we have learned 
from our very short experience — 
which some older nations yet seem 
but faintly to realize — that in order to 
serve the greatest number with the 
real, worth while things of life, they 
must be produced in large quantities, 
but distributed at a profit.

This isn’t a very difficult question 
o answer if fundamentals are oh- 


Tiie average return on a safe, con- 
ervative investment is in the neigh- 


that the business or industry which 
creates it for its investors must make 
ihis per cent, and a little more i<> 
lie put into reserves, in order to exist. 

Therefore, I think it is safe to as- 
sume that any family that does not 
save from 5 to 6% of its annual in- 
come, and more, is not well mnnnged. 

Now the amount which might he 
made and saved as profit above this 
minimum dopends upon how clever 
the partnership In the family is in reg- 
ulating expenses in proportion to in- 
come. 

Of course, on the lower incomes of 
from $1600 to $1,000 it is more difficult 
to get above this minimum in savings 
because such a large proportion of the 
income has to be spent for t lie press- 
ing everyday necessities of life — food, 
clothes, shelter and operating ex- 
penses. 

Other factors, such as the nature of 
the husband's business, the number 
of children in the family, etc., have a 
decided hearing on “this question of 
Home Profit". 

Social economists have been at 
work on this subject for many years, 
gathering data as to what people have 
done and getting it into such form as 
may be helpful to individual families 
when they decide to focus upon the 
problem. 

Even I have been guilty of publish- 
ing the results of individual research, 
which tiie nature of my business has 
made possible. But in tiie last analy- 
sis any one of these average budget ta- 
bles is useful, merely as a guide, on 
account of the fact that few families 
have the same impulses, desires and 
inhibitions. 

However, it is a very valuable thing 
for the husband and wife to know 
where they stand occasionally. 

Last year the Newton Trust Com- 
pany published an excellent Home 
Budget book which I understand is 
being revised and re-edited. This will 
he ready for distribution at about the 
time of the first talk I am scheduled to 
give at the Waban Wonmn’s Club at 
ten-thirty a. m. on November 13th at 
the Neighborhood Club in Waban. 

Copies of this book will be availa- 
ble. no charge, to any one who wishes 
them. 

The hardest thing for the family 
which lias never kept a Home Budget 
is to know just how to begin. Here 
is a simple formula: 

List on a sheet of paper all the 
charges which are fixed, such as — 

Rent, or 'Interest on Mortgage 
Taxes. 

Service. 

Telephone. 

Club Dues — and Charity Commit- 
ments. 

Magazines, Books, Music, etc. 

Tuition. 

Automobile licenses, Insurance and 
Registration. 

Installment Commitments, exclud- 
ing Thrift. 

Then list tiie variables like — 

Food. 

Clothes. 

Fuel. 

Ice, Gas, Electricity 
and so on down the line, using some 
good Budget Book as a guide. Then 
record your expenses as they occur 
and keep this up for one year. 

I’ll guarantee this. — You’ll be per- 
plexed and amazed at some of the fig- 
ures and rather pleased with some of 
•the others. At any rate you will know 
approximately where your money lias 
gone, and that information will be 
worth a great deal to you in the ar- 
anging of affairs for the succeeding 
year. 

Next week I am going to give you a 
few suggestions obtained from a rath- 
er wide experience on the subject of 
iome Profit, and what to do with it.

State Federation 

FALL MEETING. As the keynote 
of Fall Meeting of tiie Stae Federa- 
tion held at Worcester on* Tuesday, 
October 28th, was "Safety Always,” 
report of tiie oustanding statements 
by tiie principal speakers is given 
here, and (he many other interesting 
events of the day are not reported, in 
the thought that the great effort now 
being carried forward by the State 
and all ngoncies to create “safety- 
mindedness” on the part of all citi- 
zens may he aided as much as possi- 
ble. 

Lewis IC. MaeBrnyne, general man- 
ager of Massachusetts Safety Council, 
in liis talk entitled "Trailing An Ac- 
cident To Tiie Home,” expressed ap- 
preciation of tiie fact that the Federa- 
tion had given time for n discussion 
of tiie accident problem and how to 
meet it. The original purpose of the 
clubs, lie said lie assumed was to seek 
escape from the ever pressing prob- 
lems of the home, and to look for rec- 
reation and information in the realm 
of literature, music and art. The 
eternal human quest is to escape for 
a time from realities that constantly 
pres and oppress. But after a time 
one learns that there is no escape and 
one must turn about and face them. 

If one ever attempted to walk 
through two or throe rooms in tiie 
darkness of night, one lias had the 
experience of finding that half the 
furniture apparently had tnken the 
trouble to change its position and 
move directly in one’s pathway. 
However, after the lights are turned 
on nearly all the hazards disappear. 
This is a fair illustration of tiie ac- 
cident hazard problem. The majority 
of people are still walking into their 
hazards in tiie darkness. Tiie or- 
ganized safety movement today is 
seeking to turn on the light and there- 
by disclose the fact that the human 
element is the greatest factor in any 
accident. A vehicle becomes dan- 
gerous when it passes an intersection 
at 40 miles an hour, or cuts out of 
traffic when approaching a curve. The 
car itself, however, is not to blame 
for tills action. It roars down tiie 
highway, its yellow lights flash by 
in the night, and there Is no hazard 
more constant or more regular in 
registering an accident — due entirely 
to the human factor. 

These are the more frequent types 
of accidents, t lie irresponsibility of 
such groups as the hit and run driver, 
but there is another angle, that of 
‘Trailing an Aceident to the Home." 

"During tiie present year the Massa- 
chusetts Safety Council, in co-opera- 
tion with the Rockefeller Foundation, 
has made a study of 1,000 automobile 
accidents occurring in Boston to de- 
termine what effect they had on the 
home life of a family, months after 
the accident occurred. 

"Does the average motorist, in driv- 
ing through Worcester, or any other 
city, ever give consideration to the 
fact that one street may require more 
careful driving than another? Does 
he know that in a detour through a 
back tenement street his chances of 
hitting a pedestrian may be double 
that on the main highway he has just 
left?" 

Trailing a few accidents directly'in- 
to the home, he cited cases from 
card records. In the first two chil- 
dren coasted into tiie street and both 
were killed. The father, out of work, 
took to drink, and has been in the 
house of correction for three months; 
tiie Mother has been a border-line 
mental case. The wrocking of that 
family is about complete. It is not 
known whether tiie motorist was to 
blame, or whether the children had re- 
ceived no proper instruction in the 
home. But it is known that the in- 
jury to that family did not end with 
the two deaths. The second card rec- 
ord was that of a man of 65, run 
down while crossing tiie street. Sev- 
eral months have elapsed, and his 
wife, although in poor health, has 
been obliged to go to work to sup- 
port him. There has been an econ- 
omic upset in this family. The next 
card reported a home in which a wom- 
an of 45 was tiie organizer and co-or- 
dinating spirit. She was killed while 
crossing the street; her loss again 
completely demoralizing a home.” 

Mr. MacBrayne further stated that 
computing the time lost by 800 people 
who were injured in motor vehicle 
accidents in the state last year, time 
lost from work, or school or house- 
hold duties while they were recover- 
ing from accidents totaled 119 years 
and eight months. On this basis the 
time lost in all motor vehicle acci- 
dents in Massachusetts lust year, if 
totaled and deducted from the calen- 
dar, would carry us back six thousand 
years. In football there is the famil- 
iar phrase of "Time out for injured 
players," but he questioned whether 
we have realized how much time wo 
are deducting for automobile acci- 
dents in tiie game of life.

Shakespeare Club 


The Shakespeare Club, despite tiie 
inclement weather Saturday. October 
35th, motored to Norwell where their 
hostess and present president, Mrs. 
H. E. Durgiii, served a most attrac- 
tive and delicious luncheon. She was 
assisted by her daughter, Miss Doro- 
thy Durgin. 

'Mr Durgin Is a charter member of 
Hie ciul) since 1891 and lias always re- 
tained her membership. 

The work for tiie afternoon was 
Acts I and II of Corlolanus, in charge 
of Mrs. Virginia McLean, who brought 
out many interesting factors. 

According (o tiie style and motor, 
f’nriolnnus belongs (o (he period of 
Shakespeare's last half-dozen pluys. 

I( Is die last of tiie Tragedies, and 
Is essentially tiie story of the failure 
and ruin of a soul which is, at least, 
greatly planned. The first two acts 
deal with the glorification of Corlo- 
laims, the hero, and Mrs. McLean dl- 
reeled attention to liis political en- 
vironment. and Ills valor and magna- 


are on tiie way to become under con- 
trol. They numbered only an eighth 
of our total deaths from accidents in 
tiie state tiie past year. 

Mr. MacBrayne suggested that if 
tiie Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women's Clubs desires to specialize 
in the study of a real problem for tho 
coming year, let it undertake tho edu- 
cation of tiie half a million homos in 
which an accident may occur because 
tiie hazards are not corrected. In 
Massachusetts tills year tho many 
agencies working upon tho problem 
have been carrying on a most inter- 
esting experiment. At tiie present 
moment there nre 9,000 school teach- 
ers teaching sufety every month. For 
tiie first time there Is an organized 
state wide contest among commercial 
drivers to study the causes of their 
truck, inis and taxi-cab accidents, and 
improve their record, and tiie rate of 
accidents among these drivers lias 
been decreasing since the first of tho 
year. It should take in half a mil- 
lion drivers, including those on plea- 
sure cars, if they could he ^winced 
to give (lie same attention to the nroh- 
lem of driving. 

Summing up, he said; “If we trail 
an accident into the home, we shall 


find, when we talk with the injured 
person, that the human element was 
tiie factor in nine out of ten accidents. 
It is not important at this time to 
discuss whether the driver or the 
pedestrian is more often to blame. 
The point to remember is that if the 
individual will accept the responsibil 
ity, we can reduce highway accidents 
to iii" relatively small group of those 
that are unforeseen and unavoidable. 
If we cannot bring this about, then we 
must undertake a campaign of regula- 
tion, carried on by tiie registrar and 
the police, more radical than anything 
Hint has been yet attempted. We must 
remove permanently from tiie high- 
ways 32,000 motorists, and we must 
send into the courts thousands of 
pedestrians who refuse to obey regu- 
lations made for their protection." 

Marian L. Telford, field secretary 
of National Safety Council, in discus- 
sing "Home Accidents” caught atten- 
tion by this amusing — and true — state- 
ment. 

A modern girl is born in a hos- 
pital, educated in a hoarding school, 
married from a church, established in 
an apartment, and buried from a mor- 
tuary chapel. Tiie poor girl just does- 
n’t have any home at all." So runs 
the patter of a popular humorist of 
the day, patter which according to tiie 
way of humorists is not entirely ac- 
curate. There are homes in America, 
many of them. Reminders of them 
are on every hand even, alas! in our 
accident statistics. According to a 
most recent report of the Statistics 
Section of the National Safety Council 
no less than 23,000 fatal accidents oc- 
curred in homes last year. In addition 
there were between four and one-half 
and five millions of noil-fatal home 
injuries. It is sometimes difficult to 
realize that there are specific cities in 
which home accidents are the cause of 
more deaths than motor vehicle ac- 
cidents. 

There are four principal types of fa- 
tal home accidents — falls; burns, 
scalds, and explosions; asphyxiation 
and suffocation; and poisons. Falls 
are the most common causes of home 
accidents, accounting, usually for 40 
per cent, of tiie deaths in any single 
year. Falls most frequently occur 
down stairs or over carpets and chairs. 
Older people are usually tiie victims. 
This type of accident is likely to occur 
at any time of the year. 

The second largest number of home 
fatalities are caused by burns, scalds 
and explosions. Tills type of accident 
is unlike falls in two respects. It is 
most likely to occur in the winter. 
Children are most frequently the vic- 
tims. In 1928 31 per cent, of the 
deaths and 13 per cent, of tiie injuries 
from burns were to children under toil 
years of age. Asphyxiation and suffo- 
cation, (lie third in importance as a 
cause of home deaths, have an even 
more marked seasonal trend than 
burns and scalds. Forty per cent, of 
tiie deaths from asphyxiation and suf- 
focation result from shutting off of 
the air supply by the swallowing or in- 
haling of a foreign object, or the in- 
haling of a poisonous gas such as car- 
bon monoxide. Poisons are the fourth 
important cause of homo deaths. 
Sometimes these are due to food or 
animal poisons, more frequently to 
medicines, cleaning fluids, and similar 
materials stored within tiie reach of 
small children. 

The home accident problem is pecul- 
iarly an individual problem, its solu- 
tion, therefore, is dependent upon the 
education, interest, and efforts of in- 
dividual home-makers. To create an 
educated, safety consciousness, mem- 
bership should lie the first objective 
of (’lull safety activities, and to edu- 
cate and influence non-club residents 
of various localities should be tho sec- 
ond objective of tiie work. 

Among the talks by presidents or 
the oldest Flubs now affiliated with 
the Stato Federation statements made 
by Mrs. Eva Whiting White, president 
of tho Women’s Educational and In- 
dustrial Union, were of special inter* 
ost, in Hint they concerned so vitally 
Hie progress of women. It is well to 
quote these here, if only to leave a 
more pleasant thought than those 
aroused by the discussion of so pain- 
ful a subject as uceldents. The only 
excuse for recording the speeches on 
accidents is Hie hope lliut thereby tiie 
attention of Clubwomen and all citi- 
zens may he placed upon expedients 
for their cure and prevention. 


In the early days of the Feminist 
movement, said Mrs. White, Dr. Har- 
riet Crisbv, a contemporary of Susan 
B. Anthony, decided that tiie real way 
to achieve emancipation of women was 
through providing them with econom- 
ic independence. Accordingly in 1877, 
she founded the Women’s Educational 
and Industrial Union having for its 
object “Increasing fellowship among 
women in order to promote the best 
practical methods for securing their 
educational and social advancement." 
The original function of the Union 
was to provide employment for wom- 
en, and to market products made by 
them in their own homes. Gradually, 
however, its activities broadened, and 
committees were formed to meet cur- 
rent needs and work for reform mea- 
sures. Inadequate ventilation and un- 
healthy working conditions in factories 
were among the evils remedied by 
these committees. 

Free hospital clinics, the Legal Aid 
Society, and the State Commission for 
tiie Adult Blind now carry on work 
begun by tiie Union. When the Uni- 
ted States Postal authorities took ac- 
tion against the epidemic of fraudulent 
advertising sweeping the country, they 
made use of a survey of the situation 
made by one of the committees. 

The School of Salesmanship, which 
operated in conjunction with tiie lead- 
ing department stores of Boston, and 
was later taken over by Simmons Col- 
lege, inaugurated a precedent which 
has since been followed by many in- 
stitutions of learning all over the coun- 
try. Women’s Exchanges, an out- 
growth of the Union’s arrangement for 
selling home-made products, are now 
to be found in almost every city. Ap- 
pointment bureaus, for vocational ad- 
vice and placing trained women, are 
common enough today, but the first 
one was started by the Union. The 
School Lunch department which 
serves over 20,000 children daily at 
cost, is the envy of other states and 
it is not unlikely that similar systems 
will be evolved when satisfactory ar- 
rangements can he made elsewhere. 

She cited many other worthwhile 
activities, but enough has been given 
to show that she and all the speakers 
before the Fall meeting gave tiie 
Clubwomen much of value to think 
about.
